ost Americans are overfat. This con- 

dition comes with age and too much 
of the good life. It has become a national 
disease. There is a difference between 
overfat and overweight. If you are over- 
weight, you are probably overfat as well. 
However, you can be overfat without be- 
ing overweight. 

As we grow older, we become more 
sedentary and less inclined to exercise. 
The pressures of work and family life help 
to create a non-exercise rut. At age 20 
the average athletic male has a body fat 
content of approximately 20 percent. This 
is ideal. By age 40, the same male has a 
body fat content of 30 percent and it gets 
worse as time goes on. Muscle tissue di- 
minishes and the fat expands. 

Since half the readers of SKIN DIVER 
are over the age of 30, it is logical to sus- 
pect that overfatness could be a major 
problem. If you are overfat, there is a 
good chance you are unfit for strenuous 
physical activity. This includes diving. 

There are many medical problems con- 
nected with overweight and overfat—in- 
cluding diabetes, hypertension, heart dis- 
ease, etc. We won't go into these at this 
time. But, here is how overfat can directly 
affect your diving: 

Fat floats. Toss a pat of margarine into 
a bowl of water and you will see that it 
floats. Margarine is almost pure fat, just 
like the fat cells in your body. When a div- 
er becomes overfat there is a greater ten- 
dency to float. Overfat divers always 
seem to have difficulty descending or 
staying down in shallow water. This extra 
effort uses more energy and results in 
greater fatigue. The net result is the need 
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GET THE FAT OUT 


for more lead weight. 

The amount of lead on most weight- 
belts increases over the years. Some div- 
ers | Know wear in excess of 30 pounds 
of lead. This kind of load exerts greatest 
stress when the diver is exiting the water 
Or moving around on the boat deck or 
beach. This stress can result in back 
aches or increased fatigue. 

Another possible side effect of this in- 
creased weightbelt load is the risk of 
muscle strain or injury to joints. Divers 
carrying too much weight are easily 
thrown off balance on a rocking boat and 
can cause themselves (and others) inju- 
ry. Shed the fat and you can shed the ex- 
tra lead on your weightbelt. 

Another major diving problem connect- 
ed with fat is the bends. It has often been 
stated in medical literature that there is a 
direct correlation between the risk of 
bends and being overfat. 

The U.S. Navy Diving Manual states 
that fatty tissue in the body will absorb 
about five times as much nitrogen as will 
watery tissues. An overfat diver will. ab- 
sorb a great deal more nitrogen than a 
lean diver and thus become an over- 
loaded fizz bomb waiting to go off. 

Since an overfat diver is likely to be out 
of condition, this person’s circulatory sys- 
tem may not be functioning at 100 per- 
cent. Blood circulation is critical to re- 
moving the dissolved nitrogen from the 
fat tissue and preventing the formation of 
bends inducing bubbles. 

While we may not have all the answers, 
it seems reasonable to conclude that the 
reduction of fat and improvement of 
physical fitness can reduce the chance of 
getting the bends. 

The best way to eliminate overfat is ex- 
ercise. You can reduce overweight by 
diet, but it takes muscle activity to elimi- 
nate overfat. 

The best type of exercise for overfat is 
aerobic. The most common types of aer- 
obic exercise include walking, jogging, 


bicycling, running, rowing, cross-country 
skiing, jumping rope, roller skating or 
dancing. Activities that do not qualify as 
aerobic include tennis, golf, racketball, 
weightlifting, etc. 

In order to be aerobic, the exercise 
must be sustained for a minimum of 12 to 
20 minutes. It is 12 minutes for the most 
strenuous forms (running) and 20 min- 
utes for the milder forms (walking). The 
length of time is the most important as- 
pect of the exercise. 

Aerobic exercise improves the fat 
burning efficiency of your muscles. Other 
benefits include improved circulatory and 
respiratory performance and the direct 
burning off of a few calories. 

If you are interested in getting the fat 
out of your body and beginning an exer- 
cise program that will produce the de- 
sired effect, buy yourself a copy of the 
book Fit or Fat? by Covert Bailey. This 
excellent 107 page booklet is available in 
paperback form and sells for $5.95. It is 
published by the Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany and is available in book stores. 

Next, start your own simple program of 
regular exercise three to four times per 
week. If you feel totally out of shape, be- 
gin with walking for 20 minutes. As the 
weeks go on, increase your walking pace 
to maximum speed and then increase the 
duration of your walk from 20 to 30 min- 
utes or more. 

In the meantime, see your doctor for a 
complete physical check-up before em- 
barking on a more strenuous program of 
aerobics. lf the doc says you’re OK, you 
can proceed with a more ambitious pro- 
gram of jogging, bicycling and so on. 

You may also want to consider joining 
a health club to engage in a more formal- 
ized aerobics program under profession- 
al supervision. Exercise is always easier 
when done with the support of a pro and 
in the company of a group. The most im- 
portant thing is to start now and get the 
fat OUt. >t

1. C. Quick-release buckle. The 
weightbelt is used to offset positive 
buoyancy. In an emergency, the 
weights are to be discarded to achieve 
positive buoyancy, so a means to 
quickly and positively release the belt 
is essential. The use of homemade or 
makeshift quick-releases is discour- 
aged. 


2. A. Some means to compensate 
for exposure suit compression. A 
weightbelt should have a distinguishing 
color and a distinctive buckle is a good 
idea. Locking devices will prevent 
weights from sliding, but a half twist in 
the belt as it is passed through a 
weight can be used. Problems with the 
belt becoming loose owing to suit com- 
pression can only be handled properly 
with some means of compensation. 
Several means are available and one 
should be employed by all divers who 
wear thick exposure suits. 


3. B. Six inches. Excess strap pro- 
truding through the buckle on a weight- 
belt can be hazardous because the ex- 
tra material needs to clear the buckle 
during release. Divers also tend to tie 
or tuck in the excess, which can nullify 
the quick-release. A weightbelt should 
be selected that allows the length to 
be adjusted on the buckle end be- 
cause it poses no problems to have 
excess strap there. 


4. A. Hold both ends of the belt and 
step through it. You should position 
the belt yourself. Your buddy might 


place it on you incorrectly or it might 
be dropped while you are trying to co- 
ordinate your efforts. Grasp the end 
without the buckle in your right hand, 
the other end in your left and remain 
leaning forward to position the belt af- 
ter you step through it. 


5. A. Right-handed. There are two 
schools of thought on this. Some peo- 
ple advise orientation according to the 
wearer’s dominant hand, but most 
agree a standard orientation is pre- 
ferred to better facilitate removal of a 
belt in an emergency situation. It also 
helps if the tank buckle operates with a 
left-handed release to distinguish it 
from the weightbelt buckle. 


6. B. Equally divided and placed just 
forward of each hip. The diver has a 
center of buoyancy and the idea is to 
balance the weight around this to 
achieve stability underwater. The 
weight of the tank tends to roll the div- 
er over, so placing the weights just for- 
ward of the hips helps offset this. It is 
also a good idea to keep the area be- 
neath the tank clear of weights. 


7. D. Three percent less than the 
total weight of the diver and his 
equipment when weighted for 
saltwater diving. You are buoyed up 
by a force equal to the weight of the 
water displaced. If you and your gear— 
including 18 pounds of lead—weigh 
192 pounds (neutral saltwater diving), 
you displace three cubic feet of water 
(192/64). In fresh water you displace 


only 187 pounds of water (62.4 x 3), so 
you require only 13 pounds of lead 
(192 - 187 = 5 pounds less). Since 
fresh water is roughly three percent 
less dense than salt water, you can 
quickly calculate the required change 
by subtracting three percent of your to- 
tal saltwater diving weight. 


8. C. Standard duck bill buckles are 
more positive quick-releases than 
wire loop buckles. Wire loop buckles 
are not popular because they make it 
more difficult to change weights on a 
belt. However, they are excellent quick- 
releases and should be considered by 
divers who seldom make changes on 
weightbelts. 


9. C. Failure to take action at the 
first sign of trouble. The time be- 
tween a difficulty and an emergency is 
often quite short and in an emergency 
a diver’s hands tend to come up to a 
dog-paddling position. If this occurs, a 
diver will not bring the hands back 
down to release the belt. As soon as 
you confirm a problem as being poten- 
tially serious, the weightbelt should be 
removed. It is better to recover it later 
than to have an accident. 


10. C. Pull the belt completely clear 
of yourself. During rescue workshops 
we have experimented with weightbelt 
ditching and have discovered that belts 
are much harder to remove than would 
be imagined. It is necessary to pull 
them completely clear when ditching 
them. Practice this in shallow water. 


Weightbelts are a primary safety item, but are not used as such as often 
as they should be. Many problems result from the belts because they 
are not set up correctly. Are your weights balanced and positioned cor- 
rectly? Are they locked into place? If you wear a thick exposure suit, do 
you use a compensating belt? How much excess strap do you have? 
Do you always wear a right-handed buckle? Do you dive overweighted? 
Have you practiced ditching your weightbelt recently? These are impor- 
tant questions for you to answer correctly.

Wilmot. ‘‘That’s what it looked like—a 
scene from Star Wars! Little men were 
scrambling over the side of this 500 ton 
mass of metal with Spanish words print- 
ed on its side.” 

lt was Spanish all right—Venezuelan to 
be exact—and the ‘“‘little men’ were the 
crew of the cargo ship, Mercedes, aban- 
doning their vessel for fear of fire or fur- 
ther collision. A cargo carrier that usually 
calls at Caribbean ports with foodstuffs 
and assorted provisions, the Mercedes 
was blown off course in a turbulent sea, 
lost all engines and drifted into Mrs. Wil- 
mot’s seawall and swimming pool. 

‘Just another Mercedes in the commu- 
nity,’’ cracked a local gendarme who ad- 
mitted that the ship was marooned in one 
of the world’s wealthiest neighborhoods. 
It wasn’t long before the Coast Guard; 
state, local and marine police; reporters: 
sightseers; boats and helicopters 
swarmed over the oceanfront, an area 
that prides itself on seclusion. 

Adding to the irony is Mrs. Wilmot’s 
next door neighbor, none other than 
Rose Kennedy, whose North Ocean Bou- 
levard beachfront estate went un- 
scathed—even to the extreme of the 
wreck not obstructing her view. ‘‘Intrude 
on the Kennedys?’’ Mrs. Wilmot smiled. 
‘It wouldn't dare!”’ 

It took over two months for the Florida 
State Legislature and local politicians to 
decide what funds to use to remove a 
derelict with no insurance. An abandoned 
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Mercedes had never before been a prob- 
lem in Palm Beach! 


JAVA WRECK 

Boyd Van Den Kieboom, who works in 
Jakarta, Selatan, Indonesia, took a trip 
with his son to an island called Papa 
Theo in the Java Sea.

They are all interested in re- 
search, especially on one ship—the 
Westmoreland in Lake Michigan. Barton 
and his Scubascouts might be interested 
in a listing from A Guide to Sunken Ships 
in American Waters: ‘‘Steamer West- 
moreland, sank March 2, 1865, with spe- 
cie, whiskey and copper aboard.

f the many things we need to sustain 

life, the most important is oxygen. 
Deprived of it, the brain can function for 
only about a minute and the heart will fail 
in afew minutes. The development of div- 
ing was dependent upon the discovery of 
methods and equipment for delivering 
oxygen to the diver underwater. 

Oxygen was discovered by Priestly in 
1774. Before that time, numerous theo- 
ries existed about air and its role in sus- 
taining life. Since Priestly’s discovery, we 
have learned much about the air we 
breath, its gaseous content and how one 
can obtain air to breathe while diving. 

Oxygen makes up about 20 percent of 
air, the rest, for practical purposes, is ni- 
trogen, but small amounts of carbon di- 
oxide, neon, xenon, argon and krypton 
are also present. In diving we are con- 
cerned about increased partial pressure 
of nitrogen because of nitrogen narcosis 
and decompression sickness, but what 
about the oxygen? Unfortunately, like all 
good things there are dangers in the ex- 
tremes of oxygen usage. 


HYPOXIA 

Breathing low concentrations of oxy- 
gen causes a condition called hypoxia in 
which tissues and organs of the body 
malfunction. The most important malfunc- 
tion occurs in the brain where giddiness, 
loss of judgement and finally uncon- 
sciousness occurs. Gases with oxygen 
contents of less than 12 percent are dan- 
gerous. Above that (13-17 percent for ex- 
ample) we will notice difficulty in exercis- 
ing, but there is little concern for survival 
in healthy individuals. It is possible to ac- 
climatize to low oxygen and the best ex- 
ample of this occurs in people who live at 
high altitudes. There are adaptive chang- 
es in the body that compensate for the re- 
duced amount of oxygen at high alti- 
tudes. At altitude, the problem is not the 
percent of oxygen (it is still about 20 per- 
cent); rather, the absolute pressure may 
be reduced to one-half atmosphere or 
less and at this low absolute pressure, for 
example above 15,000 feet, the partial 
pressure of oxygen may be equivalent to 
a 10 percent oxygen mixture at Sea level. 
Traveling to these high altitudes can be 
dangerous for those not accustomed to 
the low oxygen partial pressure. 

Hypoxia in diving can occur from a va- 
riety of accidents. If air is trapped in a 
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closed space, for example in a cave or 
wreck underwater, the oxygen can be 
slowly removed from the air by oxidation 
of metal, by action of living marine organ- 
isms or simply by rebreathing of the air 
by divers. It is wise to never remove your 
regulator when entering one of these air 
spaces because the effects of hypoxia 
can be so sudden you will not have time 
to put the regulator back in your mouth. 

Breath-hold diving can cause hypoxia 
if you hyperventilate excessively, then do 
a long free dive. During the dive, oxygen 
is consumed from the lungs, until the par- 
tial pressure is quite low. (Example of a 
33 foot dive: 33 feet = 2 ATM x 0.2 = 
0.4 ATM partial pressure of oxygen in the 
lungs at the start of the dive, which can 
fall to 0.1 ATM at 33 feet after a long free 
dive.) Returning to the surface will abrupt- 
ly lower the oxygen partial pressure as 
the ambient pressure falls. (Example 
from above: 0.1 ATM partial pressure of 
oxygen in the lungs will suddenly drop to 
0.05 ATM partial pressure on ascent from 
33 feet to the surface.) The sudden re- 
duction in oxygen partial pressure will 
cause a blackout at shallow depths and 
free divers have been known to drown 
while unconscious. Shallow water black- 
out is avoided by not hyperventilating ex- 
cessively before a breath-hold dive. 

Other causes of hypoxia in diving are: 
using the wrong gas mixture (100 per- 
cent nitrogen, 100 percent helium, for ex- 
ample), entrapment underwater without 
an air supply or running out of air. For 
sport scuba diving, careful diving tech- 
niques and good training should elimi- 
nate hypoxia as a problem. 


HYPEROXIA 

Surprisingly, too much oxygen is also 
dangerous. There are several toxic ef- 
fects produced by excess oxygen. Most 
of these occur under increased pressure 
and are related to diving. It has been 
Known for many years that 100 percent 
oxygen (pure oxygen) is a dangerous 
breathing gas for diving. Below 60 feet, 
breathing pure oxygen will rapidly lead to 
epileptic-like seizures. If oxygen is not re- 
moved, the diver will continue to have 
seizures and will eventually drown. The 
safe maximum partial pressure of oxygen 
Currently accepted in diving is 2.8 ATM or 
60 feet equivalent depth. This later was 
chosen after extensive research on oxy- 
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gen toxicity. We can successfully treat 
decompression sickness and air embo- 
lism at 60 feet in a recompression cham- 
ber using pure oxygen to help remove ni- 
trogen and to provide oxygen to tissues 
damaged by the bubbles. There should 
also be a pure oxygen supply on your 
dive boat to provide early oxygen therapy 
of DCS and air embolism on the surface, 
while transporting the victim to a cham- 
ber. Under no circumstances should a 
scuba tank be filled with 100 percent oxy- 
gen. Inadvertent use of pure oxygen for 
scuba diving is almost guaranteed to pro- 
duce a fatality. 

Increased oxygen can also damage 
the lungs. Inhalation of pure oxygen at 
sea level (one atmosphere) will produce 
evidence of lung damage within 12-18 
hours. The injury will progress until se- 
vere lung damage results. Lung injury 
does not occur from oxygen exposures in 
sport scuba diving. 


QUESTIONS/ANSWERS 


Question: | noted a diver died while 
diving in an area where dynamite fishing 
was going on. Did the explosions have 
anything to do with his death? 

Answer: The effect of underwater ex- 
plosives on the human body was thor- 
oughly researched during World War || 
because of the large number of deaths 
and injuries that occurred when sailors, 
abandoning a sinking warship, were in 
the water when bombs exploded near 
them. 

The injuries that occurred were to the 
lungs and the intestines. An explosion 
Causes a very rapid wave of positive, 
then negative pressure. The negative 
pressure wave causes severe lung dam- 
age (similar to lung damage in air embo- 
lism) and can also cause rupture of the 
intestines. Divers exposed to underwater 
blasts usually die of lung injuries. The 
danger zone for the blast varies, depend- 
ing on the size of the explosive and 
whether there are any protective struc- 
tures that can shadow the divers from the 
direct pressure wave. | could not provide 
you with details of the danger zone in the 
case you presented because of the vari- 
ables | have mentioned. 

It is certain that an underwater dyna- 
mite explosion can kill divers if they are 
close to the blast. >s

SPOONBILL 


Alive And Well In 
Midwest Quarry

A: the summer dive season passes 
and the Great Lakes become even 
less predictable than usual, Midwest div- 
ers opt for dive sites that are less vulnera- 
ble to the whims of the elements. One 
such place is a quarry in north central In- 
diana called France Park. With visibility at 
its best in the fall, divers are sometimes 
confronted by an apparition; a large 
streamlined shadow gliding into view, 
steadily moving through the water with 
graceful beats of a scythe-shaped tail. A 
little closer and divers note the grayish, 
scaleless skin and elongated bill. 

The apparition is real—it is Polyodon 
spathula, better Known as the paddlefish, 
spoonbill catfish or just plain spoonbill. 

Spoonbills are harmless, nonaggres- 
sive filter feeders; they don't even have 
teeth except in juvenile stages. Despite 
spoonbills’ superficial resemblance, they 
are not related to sharks. Nor are they re- 
lated to the gars, as the characteristic bill

might suggest. The spoonbills’ closest re- 
latives are the sturgeons (indeed, If one 
examines a sturgeon closely, one notes 
an extended, bill-like upper jaw). 

Spoonbills are rare and endangered 
river dwellers adapted to filtering their 
meals of microscopic plankton from the 
water. Not only are they rare, they're not 
even supposed to be in a quarry. Local 
stories have it that the spoonbills were 
stocked in France Park by state conser- 
vation officials. It appears these ancient 
immigrants have thrived; population esti- 
mates range to 14 spoonbills, with the 
largest being seven feet long. 

Rather than the sighting of a spoonbill 
being a testimony to the individual diver’s 
stealth or underwater tracking ability, one 
senses that these fish allow you to see 
them. Should a spoonbill tire of divers 
struggling to keep up with it, it can easily 
outdistance them. Nevertheless, the 
spoonbills show such tolerance of divers 





that you can sometimes swim alongside 
for 10-20 minutes at a time. 

Finally, there’s the dramatic nature of 
the sighting itself. You don’t so much 
sight a spoonbill and swim over to it as 
you would, for example, a coral head or 
sleeping ray. Rather, you turn your head 
and one drifts into view or just sort of ap- 
pears. In fact, as most divers are accus- 
tomed to looking straight ahead or down 
during a dive, it’s often simply a matter of 
looking up while swimming as (at least in 
late fall) spoonbills cruise at a depth of 
about five to eight feet. The word cruise 
is apt; they seem to be always moving. 

Sighting the spoonbill is, for some, like 
a trip back in time. For as long as you fol- 
low and observe it, your mind is cleared 
of everything but the effortless motion of 
the fish and the still silence of the water. 
If summer must end, the experience of 
sighting the spoonbill is ample compen- 
Sation. >.

this activity is buoyed by the increasing pop-

their families. Make no mistake, however, 











while offering all sorts of diving fun, these 
waters are not tropical. A quarter inch 
wetsuit and hood are standard gear for 
summer and fall diving; a drysuit pro- 
vides year-round comfort and protection. 

Unquestionably, a major natural phe- 
nomenon that makes this diving so 
unique is its two gulf currents. The Gulf 
Stream, which runs northeast in a clock- 
wise direction, is known for its warm tem- 
perature and clear water. At certain times 
of the year this wide band of blue water 
shifts closer to land, where it mixes with 
the green North Atlantic, bringing sea tur- 
tles, whales and numerous tropical fish of 
all shapes, colors and sizes. 

In contrast, the Gulf of Maine empties 
southward, from the Bay of Fundy in No- 
va Scotia, carrying cold water currents 
that move in a counterclockwise direc- 
tion. The dividing line for these two gulfs, 
Cape Cod: often experiences tempera- 
ture variances as much as 10°F between 
its north and south shores. 

Because of its cold, clean environment 
and primarily rocky coastlines of northern 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Maine, the undersea life in the Gulf of 
Maine is quite different from its nearby 
southern neighbors. You'll find plenty of 
vegetation and green sea urchins mixed 
with massive sea anemones, purple sea 
stars, basketstars, lumpfish, squid and a 
rainbow of sponges, to mention a few. 
Macro photographers can have a field 
day positioning the different species of 
nudibranchs, tunicates and occasional 
small octopi in their camera framers. 


WRECK DIVING 

Within a relatively short automobile ride 
from these areas lies the Valley of the 
Wrecks, the waters of New York, New 
Jersey and Long Island—filled with the re- 
mains of hundreds of shipwrecks. 

The commonly visited wrecks, which 
range from as shallow as ten feet of water 
to as deep’as one dares to go, offer a life- 
time of exploring possibilities with spec- 
tacular artifact hunting, lobstering and 
photography. Exciting new shipwrecks 
are always being discovered here. 

There's a shipwreck for everyone’s 
fancy. One can dive and explore the rem- 
nants of historic schooners, a German U- 
boat or a totally intact modern cargo ship. 
The possibilities are endless. Even treas- 
ure hunters are discovering the riches of 
Northeast diving! After finding and sal- 
vaging more than $4 million in rubies, 
golden doubloons and pieces of eight 
from a long lost pirate ship in the shallow 
waters off Cape Cod, Barry Clifford head- 
ed south to the Big Apple. He’s now 
searching New York City’s East River for 
one of the richest wrecks of all time, the 
British pay ship, the H.M.S. Hussar, 
which sank in 1780 with silver and gold 
valued today at more than $500 million. 

Many visitors prefer to begin their 
Northeast diving vacations in New York. 
After a day in the city and night on the

CALL FOR FREE DIVE SCHEDULE 
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town, it’s time to think about exploring 
some nearby dive sites. A visit to any of 
the dive stores in the boroughs of New 
York or adjacent suburbs of Westchester, 
Long Island, Connecticut and New Jersey 
will provide dive boat charters, rental 
equipment and information. 

Some well known wrecks sunk just 
outside New York Harbor include the Pi- 
lot and Ambrose Light Ships, both in 
80-90 feet of water, near the Coast 
Guard’s Ambrose Light Tower. The latter 
serves as the water gateway to New 
York; and the two shipwrecks still offer 
brass portholes and other souvenirs to in- 
terested explorers. Not too far away, in 
85 feet of water, lies the wreck of the Pin- 
ta, a 500 ton Dutch cargo ship that sank 
May 8, 1963 after a collision with a British 
freighter. This intact vessel rests in the 
sand, on her side, with the bridge, masts 
and superstructure serving as divers’ 
resting points. 

In shallower waters, a short boat ride 
away, sits the Lizzie D, a 1920s rumrun- 
ner that went down in 75 feet of water 
with its full cargo of bootlegged alcoholic 
beverages. Today, divers can easily 
pluck a souvenir bottle or two from the 
sands around the ship, with a lucky few 
bringing full, unspoiled bottles to the sur- 
face. In 60 feet of water rests the /beria, 
a cargo ship that sank in 1888 and in 30 
feet, not far from the Rockaway Beach 
shore, lies the Black Warrior, an 1800s 
paddlewheel steamer that yields colorful 
marine life and artifacts. For an interest- 
ing shore dive in 20-30 feet of water, 
Rockaway Beach's Eighth and Ninth 
Streets provide, depending upon the time 


of the year, colorful sponges, seahorses. 
and assorted tropicals. 

For adventurous souls with plenty of 
patience and time to spare, the New Jer- 
sey Highlands and Sandy Hook shore, 
which overlook New York Harbor, pro- 
vide excellent shallow water hunting 
grounds for treasure. The noted pirate, 
Captain William Kidd, used to travel the 
waters of Long Island and New Jersey. 
With his homestead near Water Street, in 
lower Manhattan Island, the Atlantic High- 
lands were a likely hiding place for treas- 
ure. To this day, these local beaches and 
adjacent waters continue to yield Spanish 
silver reales and British copper coins. 


LONG ISLAND 
Next stop on the Northeast diving va- 
cation might be to one of Long Island's 
ocean communities and sandy beaches. 
Here, too, it’s a good idea to consider uti- 














lizing one of the many local charter boat 
operations to reach dive sites along Fire 
Island's famous seashore. Most of these 
visit such wrecks as the San Diego, a 
World War | battleship lying in 110 feet of 
water or the Cunard Line’s blue-ribbon 
steamship, the Oregon, resting in 120 
feet of water. Both of these are for the 
more experienced diver. Shallow water 
diving, however, can be found near the 
Shinnecock Inlet’s Ponquoque Bridge, 
a ‘‘must see’ for underwater photogra- 
phers; and along the quiet north shore of 
Montauk Point, at the far eastern tip of 
the island. 

In a successful effort to provide more 
Long Island beach dive sites, the Long Is- 
land Divers Association, Inc., an active 
organization of major dive clubs in the 
area, Campaigned to open Caumsett 
State Park, at Lloyd Neck, to scuba div- 
ers holding permits. These may now be 
obtained from the Park and Recreation 
Commission's headquarters in North 
Babylon, NY. 

Long Island's Sound differs from its 
south shore ocean in that it provides reef 
and wreck dives from either New York or 
Connecticut shores. Favorite shallow wa- 
ter boat dives from the New York side in- 
clude the Glen Island and the Maine, 
two 1800s steamboats that sank near the 
exclusive north shore coast. 

After seeing what New York City and 
Long Island have to offer in the way of 
boat and beach diving, visitors may want 
to rest in the Big Apple for a day or two 
before deciding whether to head north, 
toward the Gulf of Maine, or south along 
the New Jersey coast. 


NEW JERSEY 

New Jersey's white sand beaches and 
ocean coastline, with an accumulation of 
historic shipwrecks, closely resemble 
that of Long Island and are a logical next 
stop. Excellent shore diving can be found 
at the Shark River Inlet stone jetty, 
where diverse marine creatures make 
captivating U/W photographic subjects. 

But it's New Jersey's shipwrecks that 
make the diving challenging. Heading 
down the coastline toward Cape May, 
wreck dives can range from the Stolt Da- 
gali, a Swedish oil tanker embedded in 
the sand and rising at an angle from 130 
to about 70 feet, to the Mohawk, a pas- 
senger liner that sank in the 1930s in 80 
feet of water off Manasquan Inlet. Just a 
mere sampling of the more than 300 
commonly visited shipwrecks in the area 
includes the Gulf Trade, an oil tanker 
that sank in two sections in 50 and 85 
feet of water off Barnegat; the City of 
Athens, an elegant steamship in 110 
feet; Astra, a Danish freighter in 80 feet 
not far from Atlantic City; the Almirante 
or Flour Wreck, in 65 feet near Brigan- 
tine; and the China Wreck, in 20 feet 
near Avalon. 

The keys to visiting these and many 
other shallow, medium and deep wrecks

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along the coasts are the dive stores. 
Owners and staff are eager to assist new- 
comers and visitors with East Coast 
wreck diving and generally will put you in 
touch with not only the right local charter 
boat captain, but recommend dive loca- 
tions and potential dive buddies as: well. 
With the thousands of sport divers who 
visit these areas each weekend, boat 
captains, divemasters and store owners 
make safety their number one concern. 
In addition, local divers are so involved 
in shipwrecks they even conduct se- 
minars and workshops on how to locate 
and explore them. The next such work- 
shop, run by the Atlantic Alliance for Mar- 
itime Heritage Conservation, will feature 





the noted underwater archaeologist, R. 
Duncan Mathewson, near Atlantic City, 
on September 21 and 22.

For evening pleasure, any visitor to 
New Jersey would be hard pressed to 
pass up the opportunity to see Atlantic 
City, the Las Vegas of the East, with its 
razzle-dazzle nightlife, luxury hotels and 
gambling casinos. Totally different, like a 
New England town, is Cape May, at the 
southern tip of New Jersey. This quaint 
historical community overlooks the north- 
ern entrance to Delaware Bay and was 
home to some of the earliest colonial flo- 
tillas and merchant ships that sailed the 
East Coast. 

Next stop on our Northeast diving jour- 
ney is back to Long Island Sound, but this 
time from the Westchester, NY and Con- 
necticut shores. Rye Beach, just off the 
New England Thruway, provides easy, 
enjoyable shore diving for all. 


CONNECTICUT 
A little farther north, just over the Con- 
necticut border, you'll find exciting shal-

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Island; and at Greenwich Point Park, 
and Stamford Harbor Breakwall. All of 
these have plenty of lobsters, sponges 
and other marine life to whet your inter- 
est. For a place to stay, consider one of 
the many quiet inns that dot the state. 
While Connecticut does offer shore div- 
ing, most activity is generally conducted 
either from local charter boats or from 
your own rental boat. The best place to 
learn who, where and how, is through the 
area's dive stores.

near Norwalk; Cockenoe Island Reef, 
near Westport; Penfield Reef, near Fair- 
field; and the numerous breakwalls that 
protect the harborways. At Waterford, 
just outside the famous New London sub- 
marine base, interesting sites are Plea- 
sure Beach and Harkness Memorial 
Park, both shore dives, that are a haven 
for lobster, crabs, blackfish and flounder. 


RHODE ISLAND 

As you head toward Rhode Island, 
keep in mind that some of the most dra- 
matic wreck diving from boats exists in 
the waters surounding Fisher’s Island, 
Watch Hill and Block Island, not far 
from the coast. 

Just off Fisher’s, which is closer to 
northern Connecticut, lies the wreck of 
the S.S. Olinda, an 1800s steam cargo 
ship that ran aground one of the island’s 
tricky reefs and sank in 30 feet of water. 
Near Watch Hill lie the wrecks of the On- 
ondaga, a 2,/00 ton freighter that sank 
in June 1918, in 50 feet of water; and the 
famous Long Island Sound paddlewheel 
steamer, the Larchmont, in 130 feet of 
water. This latter sent 200 passengers to 
their graves after colliding with a schoon- 
er. When diving these wrecks, extra Cau- 
tion should be taken to consider the swift

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currents. Slack tide is the safest time. 

Not far from the Valley of the Wrecks, 
but closer to Point Judith, Rl and Mon- 
tauk, Long Island sits Block Island. Be- 
sides historic ships, these waters offer 
some of the most dramatic marine life 
with large sharks, tuna, schooling mack- 
erel and swordfish. Block Island, named 
after the historic navigator, Adrian Block, 
who sailed these waters in the early 
1600s, offers beautiful ocean vistas in a 
rural New England seaside setting. 

You can reach the island by public fer- 
ry or commuter airplane. Better still, stop 
by any one of the Rhode Island dive 
shops to arrange a charter, usually out of 
Point Judith, for Block Island wreck div- 
ing. One of the most famous undersea 
sites in the area is the sunken German 
submarine, U-853, said to be the last U- 
boat sunk during the war. She rests in 
130 feet of water, a quiet lure for experi- 
enced divers. A victim of the sub, the S.S. 
Black Point, sits in 80-90 feet, not far- 
away, in Block Island Sound. Other 
wrecks include: the Essex, a steamer ly- 
ing at 25 feet; the Lightburn, a tanker 
spread out in 20 feet; and the Montana, 
a 165 foot long schooner that sank in 
January 1907, in 80 feet of water. 

A vacation in Rhode Island can't be 
complete without a visit to Point Judith’s 
fishing village and jetties, Jamestown’s 
historic Fort Wetherill and Newport’s 
famous harbor and beaches. 

While shipwrecks abound in these wa- 
ters, the real draw is the incredible abun- 
dance of marine life within easy reach of 
the shore. Large eels, lobsters, schooling 
fish and huge bass and blackfish are 
common in such dive sites as King’s 
Beach, Castle Hill, Gooseberry Island 
and Brenton Point at Newport; and the 
East and West coves of Fort Wetherill 
and Beavertail Point at Jamestown. 

Most of these sites also offer terrific

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bottle collecting opportunities, with divers 
continuing to bring up old flasks, medi- 
cine bottles and torpedo bottles. For 
those with inflatable boats, trips to nearby 
Seal Rock (off King’s Beach) and the 
Dumplings (near Ft. Wetherill) offer out- 
Standing visibility and colorful marine life 
in 15-30 feet of water. 


MASSACHUSETTS 

After dives in New Jersey, New York, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island, Massa- 
chusetts offers an entirely new perspec- 
tive, since it’s the only state in the country 
where one can dive both gulfs within a 
few minutes of each other. 

Cape Cod, with its national seashore 
park, offers an exciting glimpse of histo- 
ry. Some of the charter boats leave from 
Chatham Harbor, near the eastern mouth 
of the cape, for wrecks such as the Hora- 
tio Hall, a large steamer that went down 
in 1909, in 35 feet of water; the Alva, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt’s well known yacht, 
now sitting in 30 feet of water; and the 
Port Hunter, a turn of the century British 
freighter in 40 feet. 

For wall diving nearly equal to anything 
found in the Caribbean, Race Point, near 
Provincetown, at the tip of the cape, pro- 
vides a 60 degree slope that starts at 30 
feet and descends to more than 200. This 
is a current or drift dive, where you're lia- 
ble to find sharks, bluefish, huge lobsters 
and schooling baitfish on any given dive. 
As you come out of the drift, the waiting 
charter boat is always a welcome sight. 

On the way from Cape Cod to Boston, 
a stop at Plymouth Rock, ‘“‘Hometown of 





America,’ is always fun topside and un- 
derwater. For boat dives, the wreck of the 
Pinthis, an oil tanker that sank in the 
1930s near Scituate in 95 feet of water, 
often yields brass portholes and other ar- 
tifacts. The ship is also inhabited by large 
cod, providing a spearfishing challenge. 
Other dives nearby include Flag Rock, 
Manomet Point and Gurnet Point. 

Boston divers rave about the area's 
outer islands, just north of Plymouth, near 
Boston Light. Averaging 35-40 feet deep, 
these small outcroppings of land provide 
sanctuaries for fish, lobsters and other 
marine life. The City of Salisbury wreck, 
in 85 feet of water near Graves Light, of- 
ten has visibility exceeding 45 feet. 

But it is the coastline areas north of

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Boston—Salem, Marblehead and Cape 
Ann—that often see the largest population 
of sport divers on any given weekday. 
Cape Ann, with its picturesque fishing vil- 
lages of Gloucester and Rockport, is one 
of the major highlights of any East Coast 
diving vacation. 

From boat diving off Misery Islands 
and Halfway Rock, near Beverly, to the 
many tiny islands that stretch north, past 
Gloucester, to the Dry Salvages and Pi- 
geon Cove, Cape Ann diving, with its 
large colorful sea anemones and lush 
marine life is an underwater and topside 
photographer's dream. 

From the beach diver’s point of view, 
very few spots in the country can equal 
Cape Ann. Areas such as Cathedral 
Rock, behind the Raloh Waldo Emerson 
Inn off Route 127, that offer a sloping 
rock floor down to 70 feet, with plenty of 
lobsters; and Folly Cove, a tranquil la- 
goon (10-60 feet) filled to the brim with 
assorted marine creatures, are a diver’s 
delight. Without a doubt, Massachusetts, 
like the Valley of the Wrecks, offers more 
spectacular dive sites than can be ex- 
plored in a lifetime. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 

The rocky coast of New Hampshire, 
the smallest of all the areas visited, offers 
outstanding boat diving near the Isles of 
Shoals and Big Boar’s Head. [he Isles 
of Shoals are particularly interesting be- 
cause it is believed a number of pirates 
hid their booty on or near these. Fueling 
these legends is the number of golden 
doubloons found in the area. 

One local wreck, which also is visited 
by Maine's charter boats, is the Empire 
Knight, an old British steamship in 60 
feet of water. It continues to yield silver- 
ware, Cups and saucers. 


MAINE 
Contrary to popular belief, Maine, 
even with its jagged coastline, does offer 
some incredible beach diving. Areas 
such as Nubble Light, Old Orchard 
Beach and Biddeford Pool near 
Portland are excellent. 

Offshore wrecks are also plentiful. And, 
local dive shops will help you dive artifact 
yielding sites such as the Sagamore, off 
Prout’s Neck in 40 feet of water and the 
L. Alexander, a collier in 20 feet near the 
rocky shore of Cape Elizabeth. 

While this article cannot even begin to 
scratch the surface in describing the infi- 
nite number of beach and boat dives the 
Northeast offers, it is intended to help in- 
troduce visitors and new divers to the 
many hours of enjoyment and education 
that can be experienced through East 
Coast diving. si

STARS

rittlestars are commonly found by 
divers all over the world. They belong 
to the largest major group of echino- 
derms with 2,000 described species. 
They occur in depths ranging from 5 to 
1,000 feet. These creatures consist of a 
central flattened disk that has a star 
shaped pattern or color off of which are 
five long arms the brittlestar uses for lo- 
comotion. With two arms to pull and three 
to push, these starfish can easily move 
across the bottom or into a crevice. For 
meals they depend on plankton, small 
animals and scraps scavenged from oth- 
er creatures. This matter passes through 
five toothlike plates on the underside of 
the disk. When handled, a brittlestar will 
autotomize (break off part or all of an 
arm) in an attempt to escape. Fortunately, 
it also has the ability to regenerate and af- 
ter a period of time will again be a nor- 
mal, five armed brittlestar. 
Once you've figured out where these 


starfish live you will be able to spot them 
on every ocean dive. Both adults and Jju- 
veniles can be found under rocks, around 
sponges and tucked into coral crevices. 
Night is the best time for locating these 
creatures because that’s when they cling 
to the outside of sponges and gorgonians 
to sift plankton from the water. Like most 
night feeders, the brittlestar returns to its 
home when exposed to a diver'’s light. 
For underwater photographers in 
search of macro critters brittlestars are a 
natural choice. They are easy to find in all 
sizes. Underwater we don’t see their true

beauty, but you'll be pleasantly surprised 
by the colorful patterns of these creatures 
when you see your slides. 

It is a lot of fun to watch and photo- 
graph brittlestars, however, It is important 
to protect them while doing so. Remem- 
ber that the slightest pressure on their 
legs will result in the loss of part or all of 
the appendage. Beware of the Spanish 
hogfish and other likely predators when 
moving them. Last but not least—when 
you remove a brittlestar from its home be 
sure to return it to safety when you are 
through. >t

flash and background. 

To the right of the shutter speed dial is 
the exposure counter. This dial is easy to 
read, even in low light. The # 1 exposure 
is marked in red. 

The base of the camera has a standard 
tripod socket, a battery compartment and 
flash connector port. This latter has been 
through some major changes. First, the 
bottom of the port is recessed slightly to 
prevent any excess corrosion between 
various camera brackets and the base of 
the camera. Second, there are five pins 
in the port instead of three. These are 
necessary for the new TTL flash systems. 
For photographers with older flashes, two 
of the five pins are spring loaded and 
move out of the way when Ill or IV con- 
nectors are used. 

It is very important to closely check 
your flash connector to ensure it will fit in 
this new sync port. Some of the older 
flash connectors made by other manufac- 
tures will not fit into the Nikonos V without 
an adapter. 

The viewfinder of the Nikonos V is en- 
larged so the entire field of view can be 
seen while wearing a facemask. The 
bright LED at the base of the viewfinder 
tells the photographer if there is power, 
which shutter speed is correct for avail- 
able light and when the flash is ready. 

Loading the Nikonos V is as simple as 
loading any land camera. Simply press 
the safety button on the side of the cam- 
era, turn the release and the back of the 
camera pops open. The improved back- 
plate has been reinforced and uses a 
standard O-ring. The pressure plate is 
hinged to the film plane; it may take new 
underwater photographers a while to get 
use to this. Above the film plane is a small 
plate held in place by four small screws. 
If the impossible happens and water en- 
ters the camera, these four screws can 
be removed and fresh water can be intro- 
duced to dilute and remove saltwater. 

The 35 mm lens that comes with the 
camera can be used on land and under- 
water. The angle of view on land is 62 de- 
grees; this is reduced to 43 degrees un- 
derwater. This is the most versatile of all 
the lenses as it is used for normal, close- 
up and macro photography. Other lenses 
available for the Nikonos V include the 28 
and 15 mm underwater wide angle 
lenses, an 80 mm land and underwater 
lens and a new 28 mm land lens. 

One very important Nikonos V acces- 
sory is the instruction manual. It is well 
written, easy to understand and each 
camera part is described and illustrated. 
The manual also includes a short course 
on underwater photography that can be 
very helpful. 


COLD WATER PERFORMANCE 


Testing this masterpiece of technology 








in several cold water locations was a real 
joy. Underwater tests were performed in 
Puget Sound and off the coast of Califor- 
nia. Scuba diving in colder water such as 
in Puget Sound requires extra diving 
equipment. Most divers wear drysuits, 
which tend to restrict movement a bit, re- 
quire added weight and definitely make 
diving a bit more complicated. Adding a 
bulky camera system would only compli- 
cate matters. That’s where the Nikonos V 
comes in handy. It is light, compact and 
all the controls can be easily operated 
when wearing gloves. Should the camera 
be dropped in mud or sand, its orange 
panels would make it easy to spot. The 
camera's electronics allow accurate ex- 
posure control even in 40°F water. 

The second test site was in the waters 
around the Santa Barbara Channel Is- 
lands. The water temperature was a bit 
warmer but here we encountered quite a 
bit of surge. Underwater camera hous- 
ings take a real beating with the constant 
movement of water. But the compact Ni- 
konos V causes no drag. Even if the pho- 
tographer does get caught in a swell, this 
camera is tough enough to take the sand, 
rocks and kelp with ease. It is also small 
enough to get into some of those nooks 
and crannies where critters hide. 

Available light photography in the kelp 
beds was a delight when working with the 
new 15 mm lens. It is fast, compact and 
has tremendous depth of field. Combine 





that with the metering system of the Ni- 
konos V and you've got it made. 

Previous models of the Nikonos were 
considered by most photographers to be 
an underwater camera that could be 
used on land, but only in a pinch. Not so 
with the Nikonos V! This camera works 
as well out of the water as it does in. The 
new, improved TTL metering system and 
the addition of the land lens allow versa- 
tility and reliability. Now underwater pho- 
tographers can leave their land camera 
systems safely at home when they head 
for distant diving locations and be as- 
sured they will bring home memories in 
living color! 

When SKIN DIVER asked us to put the 
Nikonos V through its paces, we needed 
to think of an endurance test to beat all 
endurance tests. We did. 

First, a bucket of mud was collected 
from a local construction site and the Ni- 


konos V was dropped into it and stirred 
around until it was completely enveloped. 
Then the camera was cleaned off, tested 
and found to be totally operational. 

Second, a very finely grained sand 
was poured over the camera until it was 
completely covered. The camera was 
then brushed off, tested and again found 
to be operating as usual. 

Worried that the previous tests were 
not rugged enough, we took the Nikonos 
V to the beach and buried it at the surf- 
line. As the waves pounded on and re- 
ceded from the shore, we wondered if 
this was really such a great idea: Just 
what would we tell Nikon if the camera 
wasn't there? After 30 minutes of this tor- 
ture the camera was removed, tested and 
again, it worked perfectly. 

Determined to find a test that might 
show some wear on the camera, we 
placed it in a freezer for eight hours. Eve- 
ry 15 minutes water was sprayed on the 
camera, so that by the end of the day it 
was encased in ice. Once we pried it 
from the freezer bottom, we chipped ice 
away from the shutter control and pushed 
our luck. The camera still worked on all 
settings, including auto. 

We had one final test in mind that in- 
volved an elephant. Timex, however had 
already tried that idea, so we gave up, 
conceding that the Nikonos V is one 
tough camera: It takes a licking and 
keeps on clicking! >

DEPTH GAUGE

or a newly certified diver, unsure how 

far he/she is going to pursue the 
sport, the prospect of acquiring a full set 
of dive gear can be awesome. And, the 
availability of a dependable depth gauge 
at a reasonable price could be the differ- 
ence between staying active in the sport 
or dropping out.

Are They The Boat For You?

re you looking for an alternative to 

diving from crowded charter boats or 
beach dives on murky, picked-over 
reefs? Why not consider an inflatable 
boat as a way to explore those distant off- 
shore reefs that are teaming with life? In- 
flatables make excellent diving platforms 
and they are a lot of fun to use, but they 
do have a few drawbacks. This article will 
help you decide if they are right for you 
and will also give you tips on choosing 
the right inflatable. 

The use of inflatable boats has been 
quite extensive in Europe and their popu- 
larity is on the rise in the United States. 
Many quality inflatables are manufac- 
tured overseas, with European and Ori- 
ental brands accounting for the bulk of 
the market. Inflatable boats can be divid- 
ed into three basic types: dinghies and 
river rafts have an oval shaped hull that 
extends completely around the boat and 
sportboats are identified by a U-shaped 


hull and wooden transom across the 
stern. Dinghies usually have a small mo- 
tor mount on the stern for attaching a low 
power outboard. They are used more for 
yacht tenders than for diving because of 
their limited maximum horsepower. Sport 
boats, with a transom, floorboards and 
inflatable keel meet the requirements of 
most divers. Let’s take a look at the ad- 
vantages of this type of boat. 

First, they are extremely portable be- 
cause of their light weight and ability to 
fold into a small package when deflated. 
This portability allows the diver to trans- 
port his boat to remote locations in the 
trunk of a car without the need for a trail- 
er. When they are not being used, they 
can be folded and stored in a closet. 
Then, when you're ready for a dive, most 
inflatables smaller than 11 feet can be 
carried, assembled and launched by a 
single person in less than half an hour. 
Larger boats are often carried on trailers. 





Another desirable characteristic of in- 
flatable boats is their amazing stability. 
Their low centers of gravity and wide 
beams make them difficult to capsize, 
even in the roughest seas. This is why 
they are used so often for lifeboats and 
rescue boats. Increased stability allows 
the use of a more powerful outboard mo- 
tor than can be safely used to propel con- 
ventional vessels of the same length. In- 
flatables typically have three or more 
separate chambers so that a puncture or 
leak in any one of them will not result in

the sinking of the craft. They are general- 
ly safer and more seaworthy than con- 
ventional boats of the same length made 
of aluminum, fiberglass or wood. 

A third reason inflatable boats have 
such an appeal to scuba divers is the tre- 
mendous payload they can carry. | have 
seen seven divers with full sets of equip- 
ment, including tanks, loaded into an 11 
foot inflatable. The deck was piled with 
gear to the top of the hull, which the div- 
ers sat on with their legs dangling out- 
ward into the water. You would be lucky 
to get two divers with gear into an alumi- 
num boat of equal length. The immense 
weight-carrying capabilities of inflatable 
boats can be attributed to the buoyancy 
of their large air chambers. Even when 
completely swamped, the average 12 
foot inflatable will Support over 1,500 
pounds of weight. The boat | own has a 
greater maximum recommended payload 
than the car | transport it in. 

Divers can really appreciate the ease 
of water entries and exits made possible 
by the wide hull and shallow freeboard of 
inflatables. A diver can sit on the hull with 
his legs overboard and gently slip into the 
ocean or he may execute a more flam- 
boyant back roll. No ladder is required as 
with conventional boats. Also, there is a 
lack of rocking and certainly no possibil- 
ity of capsizing, when a fully geared diver 
jumps overboard. This type of accident is 
a real danger in small, rigid hull vessels. 

There are no other boats that fulfill the 
mission of transporting divers short dis- 
tances as well as inflatables. They can al- 
so be used for other recreational activi- 
ties such as fishing and water skiing. 
Having an inflatable allows you to avoid 
crowded boat ramps and hoists which 
sometimes require the payment of a fee; 
you can simply launch through the surf at 
a local beach. For these reasons, inflat- 
able boats are reputed to be the ideal div- 
ing platforms. 

Now, what are some of the drawbacks 
and disadvantages of inflatables? The 
price of such boats is much higher than 
that of conventional rigid hull craft of the 
same length and they have a reputation 
for not being as durable. Progress in the 
development of improved materials that 
resist wear and tear, as well as deteriora- 
tion from ultraviolet light, gasoline and 
salt; and better techniques for joining 
seams, have made these boats more rug- 
ged than ever. Many manufacturers now 
offer multi-year warranties that have in- 
creased consumer confidence in their 
products. Despite these efforts to im- 
prove durability, inflatables have a 
shorter usable lifetime and reduced re- 
sale value when compared to other types 
of boats. 

some inflatable boat users complain 





about poor handling and comfort. Slip- 
ping during high speed turns is a problem 
with all boats with flat, planing hulls. This 
condition is exacerbated in inflatables by 
their shallow draft and light weight. To al- 
leviate this problem, inflatable, V-shaped 
keels are built into most boats. Some of 
the more expensive models have rigid 
keels and hulls made of fiberglass or 
wood that combine the best features of 
conventional and purely inflatable de- 
signs. These hybrid models have less 
slippage in fast turns and offer a smooth- 
er ride. 

Comfort is another shortcoming of the 
flexible hull design. A greater amount of 
wave energy is transmitted through the 
hull to the passengers than on rigid hull 
boats. This makes the ride bumpier and 
results in more wear on the structure. The 
continual pounding through choppy 
waves can be fatiguing, especially on 
long trips. Also, a lot of spray is generat- 
ed, so expect to get wet. 

Other complaints about inflatables in- 
volve the convenience of operation. As- 
sembling and disassembling an inflatable 
can be laborious and time consuming. 
Launching through the surf is tricky and 
sometimes dangerous. And, finally, 
washing the sand and salt off of the boat 
and outboard motor (in addition to all 
your diving gear) is not very pleasant, es- 
pecially after a tiring day of diving. 

Now that many of the benefits and 
drawbacks of inflatable boats have been 
discussed, here is a brief description of 
the features to look for when shopping for 
an inflatable for diving: 

Aluminum floors are a must. Wooden 
ones cannot take the punishment of tanks 
and weightbelts being dropped on them. 

Do not buy an inflatable with a fixed 
bowdodger (for deflecting bow spray) or 
windshield. These take up valuable deck 
Space you require for gear. 

If you intend to launch at the beach, 
choose a boat light enough to hand carry, 
but large enough for gear and a buddy. 

Outboard motors should be light 
weight for ease of carrying, yet powerful 
enough to plane the boat when loaded. 
Short-shaft outboards are recommended 
for most inflatables. 

It is very important to shop around for 
an inflatable that offers a good warranty— 
one that covers at least the material and 
seams for more than a couple of years. 

The hardships of inflatable boat owner- 
ship are long forgotten as you collapse 
into bed after a long hard day of diving. 
In those few seconds of semiconscious- 
ness before you drift off into an eight hour 
coma you recall: the exhilaration of skim- 
ming along the surface of a clear, blue 
ocean on a sparkling summer morning; 
the excitement of diving a new reef that’s 
inaccessible to fellow landlocked divers; 
and the thrill of witnessing the passing of 
a pod of whales only 100 feet off your 
bow. These experiences are certainly the 
most rewarding, yet intangible, benefits 
of inflatable boat ownership. >

town of Nags Head, we stopped for din- 
ner at a seafood restaurant. On the table 
was a cheap paper place mat. Although 
inexpensive, it was to become my most 
cherished souvenir of the trip. Printed 
across the top was the logo, ‘The Grave 
Yard of the Atlantic.’’ Below was a large 
map of the Outer Banks with the locations 
of hundreds of shipwrecks. One wreck in 
particular stirred my interest. Only about 
an inch on the map from Nags Head were 
the words, “‘U-85, German Submarine.”’ 


Over the years, | would know her very well. 
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HISTORY OF THE U-85 

By the winter of 1941, German Admiral 
Karl Doenitz’s U-boats had been wreak- 
ing havoc with the British merchant fleet 
for over two years. In response, England 
was building armed escort convoys and 
Striving to perfect their sensitive sonar 
system known as the Anti-Submarine De- 
tection Investigation Committee (ASDIC). 
With the aid of ASDIC and the growth of 
their naval forces, it seemed the tide was 
turning. New technology was sending 
German submarines to the bottom. 

Faced with an escalating fatality list, 
Admiral Doenitz looked for a more pro- 
ductive hunting ground for his undersea 
raiders. On December 11, 1941 Adolf Hit- 
ler pinpointed the area by declaring war 
on the United States. 

During the early morning hours of Jan- 
uary 18, 1942 six 500 ton U-boats blew 
their balast tanks and came to the sur- 
face. Raising their antennae, they re- 
ceived the code word, paukenschlog (in 
English, roll the drum). And, roll the drum 
they did! Several hours later the sky near 
Diamond Shoals Light was ablaze. The 
Standard Oil Company tanker Allan Jack- 
son had been hit with two torpedoes. In 
a matter of a few hours, her valuable car- 
go of crude oil was lost and 22 crew 
members perished. For weeks afterward, 
ships were sent to the bottom at an aver- 
age of one a day, their desperately need-

ed war goods ending up consigned to a 
watery grave. The hunting was so easy 
that returning U-boat commanders 
dubbed it a turkey shoot. 

America’s mercantile fleets were in a 
state of blockade. The United States Na- 
vy had only 13 wooden ships and six 
planes available to defend the entire 
Eastern Seaboard. Nazi U-boats left their 
sheltered pens regularly at Lorient and 
St. Nazaire, well equipped and trained to 
go about their deadly business. 

One U-boat, the U-85, bore the em- 
blem of a wild boar with a rose in its 
mouth. Known as a type Vll-b, she dis- 
placed 750 tons and was 220 feet long. 
Equipped with an 88 mm deck gun, a 22 
mm anti-aircraft gun and five torpedo 
tubes, she was a deadly adversary. The 
submarine’s crew consisted of 45 men 
with Captain-Lieutenant Eberhard Greger 
in command. 

Greger’s crew was well-seasoned. On 
an earlier patrol, on September 10, 1941, 
they had spotted a British convoy. In spite 
of air cover, they followed the convoy to- 
ward England. The next day, Greger 
boldly attacked on the surface in broad 
daylight. This move so surprised the con- 
voy that he was able to sink a steamer 
and two merchant vessels. These victo- 
ries were not without a price. 

British destroyers were quick to start a 
counterattack. Utilizing ASDIC, they fol- 
lowed and depth charged Greger’s com- 
mand. The U-85 was bounced and bat- 
tered around for hours. The chief engi- 
neer, Egen Ungethum, warned of pipes 
breaking and gauges shattering. Finally, 
after 12 hours, they were able to limp to 
the surface. The submarine was so badly 
damaged that Greger ordered her home 
for a refit. 

Following an uneventful cruise near 
Newfoundland, Greger received a new 
crew member, named Erich Degenkolb. 
He, like Eugen Ungethum, kept a diary. 
The inscription on the cover read: ‘‘For- 
tune favors the efficient in the long run.” 
It is from these diaries that we are able to 
reconstruct life on the U-85. 

On January 10, 1942, Greger set sail 
on his third war cruise. This patrol would 
take him to the western Atlantic ap- 
proaches to New York. On the evening of 
January 22, Greger and his crew, using 
a fan of four torpedoes, sank a 10,000 
ton ship. The third cruise ended when U- 
85 reached its home port of St. Nazaire, 
February 23, 1942. 

By March 21, 1942 the U-85 was refit- 
ted and ready for sea. At 1800 hours, the 
boat set sail for the easy pickings off the 
East Coast of America. The month of 
March passed without much excitement, 
but it is interesting to note that at one 
point Degenkolb recorded their position 
as only 660 miles from Washington, D.C. 

At 0100 hours on the morning of April 





10 the U-85 was to see action. A steamer 
was sighted and easily sunk: ‘“‘fan of 
two—two hits.’’ Degenkolb and his co- 
horts gloated with glee listening to the 
steamer’s bulkheads collapse as it went 
to the bottom. With a fresh kill under his 
belt, Greger decided to steer south for 
the shipping lanes off Cape Hatteras. 

The drum rolled on through February 
and March. A war that was once far 
across the Atlantic had hit home with dev- 
astating effects. Vice Admiral Adolphus 
Andrews was in charge of the East Coast 
anti-submarine campaign. On the advice 
of our British allies, he ordered blackouts 
of the coastal cities because their lights 
silhouetted ships and made them tempt- 
ing targets. Other efforts were not so eas- 
ily implemented. With a lack of ships and 
planes, it was impossible to even intimi- 
date the menace. As the coastal shipping 
fatalities skyrocketed, Admiral Andrews 
was able to use public pressure to his 
advantage. To reassure the panicking 
public, the Navy placed several destroy- 
ers at his disposal. 

One of the destroyers was the USS 
Roper. She was laid down in Philadelphia 
by William Cramp and Sons in 1918. 
Sponsoring the bond drive for her con- 
struction was the widow, Mrs. J. M. R. 
Roper. Her husband, Commander Jesse 
M. Roper, had died while gallantly at- 
tempting to save his crew members dur- 
ing a fire in 1901. It seemed only fitting 
the ship should be commissioned in his 
memory. Constructed to hunt U-boats 
during the First World War, the Roper 
was not completed in time to participate. 

The Roper was an old ship when she 
finally saw war duty in 1942. Her first as- 
signment was to serve as an escort to 
convoys bound for England. After several 
uneventful trips to war-torn Europe, she 
was assigned to patrol the East Coast 
shipping lanes from Virginia to North Car- 
olina. Her crew had never seen a U-boat 
Or made a sound contact with one. 

During the daylight hours of April 13 
the U-85 lay on the bottom about 30 miles 
off the North Carolina coast. As darkness 
fell, Greger ordered the submarine on the 
prowl. The night was clear and the seas 
calm when Degenkolb made the last en- 
try in his diary: ““American beacons and 
search lights visible at night.”’ 

Just after midnight, the Roper was 
heading south near Bodie Island, North 
Carolina. The water was so calm that 
phosphorescent plankton could be seen 
leaving a green glow in her wake. Ensign 
Kem Tebo was at watch on the bridge. At 
six minutes after midnight, the Roper’s 
radar unit showed a contact bearing 190 
degrees true north, range 2,700 yards. 
Ensign Tebo ordered an eight degree 
change of course to investigate the small 
contact. As the Roper moved to within 
2,100 yards of the mysterious contact, 
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Guard vessel or maybe a submarine. En- 
sign Tebo summoned Lt. Cmdr. Hamilton 
Howe from his cabin. When apprised of 
the situation, he ordered an increase to 
20 knots and sounded general quarters. 
Still not sure of the contact, he ordered a 
change in course to put them starboard 
of it. He feared that if the contact was a 
U-boat it might attempt a shot with its 
stern torpedo tube. 

All was quiet aboard the U-85. There 
was no radar to warn them the Roper was 
closing in. On the bridge, Greger 
scanned the ocean for targets. He was 
probably first alerted to the closing vessel 
by his hydrophone operator. Confident 
he could sink the vessel with a stern tor- 
pedo shot, he did not dive. A crew was 
ordered to man the 88 mm deck gun. 
Greger might have cursed when he finally 
realized the approaching vessel was a 
heavily armed destroyer. 

The Roper’s crew had manned their 
guns, depth charge racks and torpedoes. 
Howe was still not sure of what lay just 
700 yards ahead in the darkness. In the 
next instant, a torpedo passed close to 
the port side. There was no question of 
what lay ahead now. At a range of 300 
yards, a 24 inch searchlight seared 
through the inky night. In its beam, the 
crew saw a camouflaged U-boat with a 
gunner taking a mark. The submarine 
turned sharply to starboard trying to 
evade the light. Howe gave the order to 
open fire. 

Coxswain Harry Heyman, the Roper’s 
number one .50 caliber machine gunner, 
quickly cut the sub’s gun crew down. 
Other gun captains were not having the 
same success. Two of the other .50 caili- 
ber guns refused to fire. 

The Roper’s heavy three inch guns 
were having similar problems. The am- 
munition, it would be determined later, 
had been in the salt spray too long. When 
the number five, three inch gun took aim 
and drew up the trigger, all that was 
heard was a dull click. The shell was in- 
stantly ejected into the sea and a new 
round loaded. This time the gun cracked 
to life. In the next few minutes, her crew 
was able to find the range and score a di- 
rect hit just aft the sub’s conning tower. 

The U-85 shook as the torpedo left its 
stern tube. Greger watched it track as he 
started his stopwatch. He soon realized 
he had shot wide and missed. Sounding 
the alarm, he tried desperately to dive. 
Machine gun fire started pelting the deck 
and several of his gun crew dropped 
while others ran for cover behind the con- 
ning tower. Inside the submarine the 
crew was running forward in an effort to 
get their bow hydroplanes underwater. 
They knew this would speed their dive. 
The hissing sound of air being displaced 
from the balast tanks told them their deck 
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must be almost awash. They waited and 
hoped, but suddenly the pressure hull 
was blown in with great force and water 
started pouring into the control room. The 
Roper had scored a direct hit. There was 
nothing to do now but scuttle the boat 
and escape. Running to their lockers, Eu- 
gene Ungethum and Erich Degenkolb 
grabbed their escape vests and their dia- 
ries. One by one, they climbed up the lad- 
der into the ocean. Some of the crew 
would not escape until the sub was well 
on its way to the bottom. 

Aboard the Roper, Howe had ordered 
a torpedo readied but with the sound of 
a square hit still ringing in the air, he de- 
cided not to fire it. Bringing the Roper 
around, he moved in for the kill. The Rop- 
er circled the area until dawn as Howe 
searched for a sister sub that might be in 
the area. When the sun rose the sea was 
covered with a black oil slick decorated 
by bodies in yellow escape vests. 

When word reached Norfolk Naval 
Base that the first U-boat had been sunk, 
a PBY plane was dispatched to the area 
as a lookout for other subs. Upon arrival 
in the area, it spotted the oil slick and 
dropped two depth charges. The Roper 
followed this attack by dropping an addi- 
tional two depth charges in the same 
area. At 0706, the plane dropped smoke 
floats to mark the bodies in the water. The 
Roper’s crew launched several boats to 
recover the dead while the plane kept an 
eye out for other subs. Meanwhile, the 
Roper started sounding for the sub’s hull. 
At 0850, it made a strong contact. This 
was followed by the dropping of four 
more depth charges. By 0932, 29 bodies 
had been recovered. Finally, at 0957, the 
Roper dropped two more depth charges 
on the hull. Before setting course for Nor- 
folk, Howe ordered a buoy placed over 
the approximate area of the U-85 hull. 

When the Roper docked in Norfolk, the 
ship was greeted by Naval intelligence in 
whose charge were placed the 29 bodies 
recovered. After a thorough examination, 
the bodies were laid to rest at Hampton 
National Cemetery. 

The U.S. Navy immediately tried to 
raise the U-85 hull. Her 100 foot grave 
was well within the salvage technology of 
the day. After two attempts, divers came 
to the conclusion that she had been suc- 
cessfully scuttled. To raise her hull would 
take excessive pontooning and this was 
not practical. In the end, she was aban- 
doned to a deep, watery grave. There her 
hull would serve as a crypt for the re- 
maining crew members. The report filed 
by U.S. Navy divers makes interesting 
reading at the U.S. Naval History Center, 
Washington, D.C. 


THE U-85 TODAY 
Flashing the OK sign, Bob Fisher and 
| started our descent. At 65 feet the cur- 








rent subsided and the azure blue water 
turned a pale green. Just coming into 
view were the shadowy remains of the U- 
85. Diving on many wrecks over the 
years had shattered many of my boyhood 
images. Too often their remains had been 
blasted into oblivion as hazards to navi- 
gation. Passing the 80 foot mark, | real- 
ized this would not be the case today. Ly- 
ing on about an 80 degree list to star- 
board was a remarkably intact U-boat. 

While Bob checked our anchor set, | 
began exploring the hull. Sea worms had 
long ago devoured the U-85’s wooden 
deck. Just aft the conning tower was a 
large incision in the pressure hull. Having 
studied the Roper’s log, | knew this was 
where the three inch shell found its mark. 

As Bob joined me, we swam up to the 
bridge. The outer hatch had been re- 
moved. Shining a light down the dark 
corridor, | could see the inner hatch was 
open. A thought that this tight corridor 
might present access to the control room 
crossed my mind, but | decided against 
the attempt. 

In front of the conning tower, we dis- 
covered the U-85's coral encrusted 88 
mm deck gun, its barrel pointing straight 
up. Using my knife, | removed some of 
the colorful encrustation. To my surprise, 
a tribute to German metallurgists ap- 
peared. The barrel still shone like new! 
Swimming toward the bow, we discov- 
ered the forward hydroplanes. They were 
still set to the sharp dive the crew hoped 
would take them to safety. Swimming 
around the bow, | photographed the for- 
ward torpedo tubes. Using my light, | 
could see she had gone down with her 
muzzles loaded. 

Satisfied | had sufficiently documented 
the exterior, | searched for easy access 
to the hull. After scrutinizing all the possi- 
bilities, Bob and | decided on the forward 
torpedo loading hatch. It afforded the 
necessary space to clear our tanks and 
opened directly into the forward torpedo 
room. We squeezed through the hatch- 
way, our lights revealing excellent visibili- 
ty. The inside was a maze of twisted 
pipes and floating debris which we cau- 
tiously began to explore. 

Panning my light around the chamber, 
| saw a long, cylindrical object. A closer 
look revealed a torpedo resting in its cra- 
dle. While | estimated an f stop for my 
camera, my flippers raised a cloud of silt. 
Reluctant not to at least try a shot, | 
tripped the shutter release. The silt parti- 
cles lit up like a million stars on a clear 
night. Before | had another attempt at this, 
unique shot, Bob started pointing to his 
instrument console. He was getting low 
on air and we were out of bottom time. 
Reluctantly, we departed the gray wolf’s 
dark interior and headed toward the an- 
chor line. Ascending it to 80 feet, | 
stopped and turned for one last look at 
the U-85. The sight brought to mind 
something Sigmund Freud once wrote: 
‘Happiness is a childhood dream fulfilled 
in adulthood.” >s=

out and radio antennae flattened. One tug 
returned to port but the larger one finally 
reached the area of grounding—remain- 
ing offshore until the weather calmed. 

At the barge stranding, Hawaii's emer- 
gency forces had responded. Police, fire 
department rescue helicopters, Civil De- 
fense crews, the contractor’s crews and 
Pat’s divers were at the scene early Mon- 
day morning 

The large crane barge that had been

sewer pipes was aground stern first and 
pounding heavily in the surf. The slightly 
smaller barge carrying the concrete 
batching plant and material was broad- 
side to the reef and breakers. It, too, was 
bouncing heavily on the bottom but was 
also smashing broadside into the face of 
the reef. The third barge, a small anchor 
handling scow, was in shallower water 
and sliding back and forth across a cou- 
ple of hundred feet of reef shoreward of 
the batch plant barge. 

A dive crew was lifted by the fire de- 
partment helicopter to the deck of the 
batching barge. While breakers crashed 
across it, the divers unbolted and re- 
moved hatch covers from the deck and 
then entered the violently active hull to 
look for damage. They found relatively lit- 
tle. Hatch covers were left off so the 
barge would flood completely and sink 
solidly to the reef bottom to stabilize it 
and to prevent additional hull damage. 
When back on deck the divers tied down 
some heavy equipment that was in dan- 
ger of being washed overboard. 

The divers were next lifted to the deck 
of the work barge, hard aground by the 
stern. They entered the hull where they 
found extensive damage to both the plat- 
ing and structural members. While nearly 
flooded in most compartments, the barge 
was still pounding heavily against the 
reef. Attempts to stabilize this barge were 
only partially successful. 

By Wednesday the weather had 
calmed enough so additional inspections 
could be made inside the flooded hulls. 
Usually a diver inspects a hull from out- 
side. But in breakers, where the vessel is 
violently in motion and bouncing on the

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bottom, the inside is the safest place to 
make an inspection. 

Divers first enter the hull through the 
hatches. Their gear is handed in to them. 
Working inside the hull is almost like 
working in breakers except there is no 
danger of the barge smashing the diver 
against the bottom. Water sloshes vio- 
lently back and forth as a result of barge 
motion in the breakers and the diver must 
work with great caution. Because of inter- 
nal bulkheads and other strengthening 
members, it is sometimes necessary to 
remove tanks and crawl through a small 
opening, pulling the géar in. 

Divers made some patches in the hull 
of the batching barge. By Thursday after-

noon all temporary repairs were com- 
pleted. Hatches were replaced and bat- 
tened down and that barge was pumped 
free of most of the water. The small an- 
chor scow was pulled ashore by a bull- 
dozer and temporary repairs made. Hull 
and side plate damage to the large work 
barge was so extensive that underwater 
repairs could not be made watertight. Us- 
ing a large alr compressor, air was 
forced into all compartments until the 
barge literally floated off the reef on com- 
pressed air. By sunset all barges were 
afloat and under tow. 

A dive team was kept in readiness on 
board each of the barges during the tow 
to Honolulu. Pumps were kept in opera- 
tion to slow any water entering. Nothing 
of importance developed during the 30 
mile trip. 

The barges remained in drydock for 
the next several weeks. During this time 
complete surveys were made to deter- 
mine the extent of damage. The anchor 
scow and the batching barge were eco- 
nomically repairable, owing in large ex- 
tent to the efforts of the dive crews in

sinking the barge to make it stable and 
stop its pounding in the surf. The larger, 
multi-million dollar work barge was 
deemed a total loss. If this barge could al- 
so have been sunk to prevent excessive 
pounding during three days in the heavy 
surf, it, too, may have been repairable. 
Divers are not usually called on to work 
under the severe conditions cometimes 
present in ‘‘the primeval meeting place of 
the elements of earth and water.’’ When 
this is necessary, well trained, properly 
equipped and supervised divers can 
work successfully under such conditions. 


POST SCRIPT 

In early March 1985, residents along 
the southwest shore of Oahu were star- 
tled to see what resembled a great black 
whale broaching the surface of the blue 
waters of Maunalua Bay, between 
Diamond Head and Koko Head. First the 
hulk was almost level. Then it slanted up 
at a sharp angle. Finally, now nearly per- 
pendicular, it slipped quickly beneath the 
water. Then, as great boils of air bubbles 
blew to the surface, the hulk settled, 
again almost level, onto the ocean floor 
100 feet beneath the surface. 

Such was the ignoble but useful end to 
the breaker-battered work barge, sal- 
vaged by commercial divers from the 
smashing surf and now sunk in quiet wa- 
ters to form an artificial reef for the benefit 
of sport divers. 


MORE RIVERS AND DAMS 

A letter was recently received from 
Daniel J. Lenihan, Chief, Submerged Cul- 
tural Resources Unit of the United States 
Department of the Interior, National Park 
Service. He wrote, ‘| read your recent ar- 
ticle on rivers and dams in SDM (March

say | approve of actively encouraging ar- 
tifact hunting on public lands, submerged 
or otherwise. Seeing the piece on dams 
reminded me, however, that you and | 
had some interesting communication ten 
years back on high altitude diving when 
our office was working on the National 
Reservoir Inundation Study. | don’t have 
a record of sending you a copy of the fi- 
nal report of that project so | have en- 
closed one to correct that oversight. 
Thanks again for the help you provided 
back then. The booklet we developed on 
High Altitude Diving, which | did send to 
you ten years ago, owed much to the in- 
sights and observations from your own 
experiences that you shared with me and 
the rest of the diving community.”

This was the beginning of what turned out 
to be an exciting and interesting search. 
‘Glenn Marshall of the New Windsor 
police department researched the origin 
of the bell. It had been presented to the 
captain and crew of the S.S. New 
Windsor, a 6,000 ton merchant vessel 
built at Newburgh Shipyard, New 
Windsor, 1919. One of 12 ships, each 
named after a small community in the 
Hudson Valley, the New Windsor never 
saw service in WW | because the war 
ended before it was completed. The bells 
were the result of a campaign inspired by 
patriotism and community pride.’ 

Peter and Glenn traced the New 
Windsor and learned it was taken out of 
commission, but purchased later by the 
Alcoa Steamship Co. Renamed the S.S. 
Alcoa Mariner, she was torpedoed off the 
coast of Venezuela by a German sub in 
September 1942. Alcoa Company offi- 
cials say the ship rests in 80 feet and 
supplied the wreck’s coordinates. 
Another ship, the Alcoa Transport, is 
sunk nearby. It has never been deter- 
mined how the original ship's bell got to 
Beaumont, Texas but Alcoa officials say 
the Alcoa Mariner might have another 
bell on it with the original inscription from 
the people of New Windsor. Peter and his 
dive buddies intend to find out. They are 
planning a trip to Venezuela and need in- 
formation. If any readers have been on 
any wrecks off the coast of Venezuela or 
northern Guiana and know of dive opera- 
tions, rental boats, etc., contact Peter 
Miller, 2 Blackwell St., Cornwall-on-the- 
Hudson, NY 12520. 

I've discovered an excellent book, Div- 
er’s Guide to the Philippines by David 
Smith, Michael Westlake and Porfirio 
Castaneda. A hardcover with color pho- 
tos, maps and detailed descriptions of 
the best dive sites in the Philippines, the 
book contains an introduction by Valerie 
Taylor. She describes some of the 
wrecks, pinnacles, drop-offs and marine 
life and calls the reefs ‘‘some of the rich- 
est marine areas’’ she has ever explored.

Mies started the thermoplastic fin 
revolution with its original Plana, 
back in 1979. The Plana was the first suc- 
cessful attempt to utilize space-age tech- 
nology in the manufacture of a lightweight 
fin for scuba divers. Divers immediately 
embraced the fin because it provided 
power with minimum effort, because it felt 
good while kicking and because it saved 
a pound or so of overweight baggage 
charges on international flights. 

Mares realized it had a hit on its hands, 
so the company applied the Plana’s tech- 
nology to an open heel fin with more 
blade area, the Power Plana. When other 
manufacturers introduced plastic fins, 
Mares added graphite to the blade com- 
position and the Power Plana Graphite 
was born. Now the company has turned 
its attention back to the fin that started it 
all. incorporating suggestions from users, 
Mares has introduced a new full foot fin, 
the Plana Plus Graphite. 

More than an update of the original, the 
Plana Plus Graphite is an entirely new 
product: A full foot fin with more power. 
Its foot pocket has been completely rede- 
signed for added comfort. The blade is 


longer, wider and has a new shape for 
added thrust. Inclusion of graphite in the 
formula results in even more stiffness, 
ranking the new fin somewhere between 
the Power Plana and the Power Plana 
Graphite in the thrust department. 

Because of its gentle taper, the new 
foot pocket is more comfortable. Thinner 
edges may cause it to look slightly dis- 
torted, but it feels softer and more com- 
fortable on the foot. The reinforced heel 
is anatomically shaped and a tab makes 
removal of the fin easier. The toe area is 
recessed and rounded, with a rise in the 
front end that allows the toes to flex and 
grip on the upstroke. 

Full foot fins are intended primarily for 
divers in tropical waters; they don’t lend 
themselves to wearing over booties. 
Since winter ocean temperatures in 
southern California preclude comfortable 
barefoot diving, we tested the Plana 
Graphite Plus in the tropical waters of the 
Cal State Fullerton swimming pool. 

The new fin proved to be a strong per- 
former. Its blade is actually an inch longer 
than that of the Power Plana, but the re- 
designed profile is the secret of its per- 
formance. A couple of convex channels 
on the top of the blade allow more flex on 
the downstroke, but stiffen on the recov- 
ery phase. That runs counter to current 
practice, but in this case it works. 

Many fins today are molded to flex on 





the upstroke, based on the theory that 
part of the kick is a recovery action and 
does not contribute to propulsion. Appar- 
ently the Plana designers don’t agree, 
because the Plana Plus Graphite flexes 
on the downstroke and remains fairly rig- 
id on the upstroke. This results in a bal- 
anced kicking action, in which the upkick 
provides an important share of propul- 
sion. Watching my kick, | could see that 
water was being pushed backward on 
both phases. The most efficient technique 
began with a bent knee on the down- 
Stroke and a continued application of 
force on the straightlegged upstroke... 
Whether kicking on the side, back or 
prone position, effort expended on the 
upstroke was rewarded with more thrust.

Treading water and sculling proved to 
be easy and efficient with the new Plana. 
Both techniques favor a stiff blade.

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Lobster Diving Southern Style |

Et ag as grits, cornpone and good chili are particular to the 
southern part of the country, so is the Florida lobster. Panu- 
lirus argus is quite distinctive in the absence of claws, a feature 
sO prominent on its northern counterpart. This has both its 
good and bad points: It means the spiny lobster is easier to 
catch since a diver doesn’t have to worry about fingers getting 
mashed in a hearty handshake, but there’s also less lobster to 
eat. Panulirus argus is so named because of the many sharp 
spines on its sides and the spiny-looking antennae. The term 
crayfish is also used. The spiny lobster is found in both Florida 
and the Caribbean. In Florida, the most productive areas are 
from the Palm Beaches southward. Lobsters typically migrate 
in the fall following spawning and molting. Not long ago it was 
discovered these migrations can involve thousands of the crea-

tures, in both Florida and Mexico, after the first winter storm. 
It's then the creatures seem most compelled to move into 
deeper water, forming long lines as they travel, a moveable 
feast for the diver lucky enough to find them. 

Normally, you have to be content taking lobsters one at a 
time. During the day they are found on reefs, around jetties and 
even artificial reefs. Since artificial reefs are often visited only 
by line fishermen, they can be well worth regular weekday vi- 
sits when this angling activity is lowest. 

In shallow water it’s possible to cover considerable lobster 
territory by dragging a snorkeler slowly behind a boat. Then, 
when a lobster is sighted, the diver can simply let go and de- 
scend to capture his/her meal. No one should tackle a spiny 
lobster bare handed. Its spiny shell is sharp and most unpleas- 











ant to grab. Heavy gloves are a must. 

The natural urge the first time you see a lobster is to grab it 
by the antennae. That's fine if all you want is a matched set of 
antennae: They are usually too delicate to put up with much 
man-handling and break off. 

Lobsters, however, are fairly curious and not very bright, so 
if you haven't spooked one too badly, you may be able to lure 
it out by cunning and guile. How? Simply beckoned to it with 
your finger while you keep the rest of your body motionless. 
The lobster may become curious enough about the movement 
that it will come out of its hiding place. 

Suppose your lobster doesn’t want to play games but wants 
instead to stay at home. How then do you get it out? The obvi- 
Ous answer is to reach in and grab it. The only problem is that 
lobsters sometimes have roommates, such as sea urchins, 
scorpionfish and moray eels. On the other hand, you may find 
two lobsters where you expected one. The procedure, in any 
case, Is to indelicately grab the lobster by its head and pull 
strongly, twisting at the same time, to dislodge it. Or, if there's 
room, spread your hands, reach in the opening and grab. 

Understandably, some people are squeamish about sticking 
their hands any place where the fingers might get punctured 
or nibbled, so there are several other methods equally effec- 
tive. If a lobster’s hiding place has a sand or mud bottom, stir 
it uo with your hand or an old broom handle. Then move back 
to the edge of the muddy water. The lobster will usually leave 
its cave. 

Lacking a dirt floor, you can try what's called ‘‘tickling’’ the 
lobster, though this really is a misnomer since it’s doubtful a 
lobster feels anything through his shell. For tickling, place a 
blunted broom handle or stick into the hole and tap the lobster 
on the tail. You shouldn’t need to jab or gouge it to get it out. 





However, if the lobster is in a hole too small or one that lacks 
a back entrance so you can't get to it, tickling won’t work at all. 
The only thing to do then is grab. 

A tickle stick is about the only device you can use in Florida 
since state law forbids any mechanical device, hooks or spears 
for taking lobster. 

Lobsters will sometimes break free of a diver’s grip, but even 
when that happens the lobster shouldn’t be considered lost. 
While it may appear to be moving at jet speed, this burst typi- 
cally occurs only once and the path of flight is normally in a 
straight line. If a lobster does get free, swim after it as fast as 
you can. Chances are you'll soon find it crawling along. 

If things that go bump in the night don’t bother you, late eve- 
ning is perhaps the best time to dive for lobsters. At night the 


spiny lobster is more likely to venture forth in search of food. 

Regardless of the time you choose to search, there are some. 
legal requirements that need to be kept in mind. Laws govern- 
ing the capture of lobsters are strictly enforced. 

Lobsters must remain whole, in one piece, until brought to 
shore. You can't simply keep the tail and discard the rest. Egg- 
bearing females may not be kept and should be released im- 
mediately. The possession limit is 24 lobsters per boat, regard- 
less of how many people are aboard. Residents need a special 
permit from the Department of Natural Resources to take more, 
whether for commercial or personal use. 

Lobsters are also subject to size restrictions. The legal mea- 
surements are a minimum of three inches from the point be- 
tween the ‘‘horns”’ to the back of the carapace, or 5 1/2 inches 
in the case of separated tails. Measuring devices are available 
at all dive shops. 

The regular season starts July 26 and runs through March 
31. However, a special two day sport lobster mini-season is 
held July 20 and 21, when the possession limit is changed to 
six lobsters per person per day. This often is the most produc- 
tive and crowded two days of lobstering during the year. 

The spiny lobster is not only a delicacy, it is delicate and 
should be kept cool in some way. Like crabs, lobsters can 
sometimes be kept alive for several days in an ice chest or re- 
frigerator. Once a lobster dies, the tail should be removed im- 
mediately, as the digestive juices from the intestines and stom- 
ach may seep into the tail and body meat, causing contamina- 
tion. Although the meat is concentrated in the tail, many divers 
prefer the taste of the leg meat even more, so don’t just wring 
off the tail and throw the rest of the lobster away. 

Lobsters can be cooked in any number of ways. Boiling is 
the easiest method: A live lobster is dropped into boiling, salted 


Panulirus argus, the Florida spiny lob- 
ster, has no claws but does have 
many sharp spines. Gloves should be 
worn when handling these animals. 
This delicacy is prized by marine 
predators and divers so restrictions 
on its capture are strictly enforced. 
Lobsters should measure three 
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water head first and cooked according to weight. It takes about 
seven minutes for a one-pound lobster (the most common 
size), 12 minutes for two pounds, 15 minutes for three to five 
pounds and about 20 minutes for a really big bug going six to 
ten pounds. Once cooked, the lobster should be placed under 
cold water for a few seconds, then served while still hot. 

Broiling is good, too, but too many cooks make the mistake 
of leaving it uncovered, which tends to dry it out. Basted with 
butter and paprika first, the lobster should be wrapped in foil, 
placed about six inches from the heat, then cooked for about 
12 minutes on the meat side, another ten on the shell side. 
Brush it down again before turning. 

Served with chilled white wine, garlic toast and a tossed sal- 
ad—there aren't many better ways to end a diving day. >

Lizard Island Resort Expands

Lizard Island is 160 miles north of Cairns, 20 miles off Cape York on the Queensland 
coast. With only 2,500 acres, the island has its own airstrip, accommodating daily Air 
Queensland flights from Cairns. Lizard Island Lodge is undergoing major redevelopment 
and will accommodate 65 guests in 32 private bungalows. One of Lizard Island’s main 
attractions is the population of iguanas. These animals roam freely around the resort. 


ech Island, one of Australia’s most 
exclusive hideaway resorts, is under- 
going a $3 million expansion program. 
Tucked away on a small island at the 
northern end of the Great Barrier Reef, 
Lizard Island Lodge has long been 
known as a VIP resort for film stars and 
heads of state. In the past, the lodge con- 
sisted of 15 bungalows that could 
accommodate 30 guests. It offered the ul- 
timate in privacy and tranquility. 

Lizard Island built much of its reputa- 
tion on superb big game fishing (marlin), 
secluded beaches (24 of them) and fabu- 
lous snorkeling. Only in the last four years 
has the island become known to divers. 
The discovery of coral covered Dynamite 
Pass and the incredible Cod Hole (less 
than eight miles away) have made Lizard 
Island Lodge the most desirable land 
based resort on the Great Barrier Reef. 

According to Dive In Australia’s presi- 
dent, David Loughnan, Lizard Island 
Lodge is undergoing a major redevelop- 
ment program that will increase both the 
number of accommodations and the 
services. Lizard |sland will double its 
size, bringing guest accommodations to 
a total of 32 private bungalows. The 
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lodge will be able to comfortably host 65 
people and still maintain its ‘personal 
touch’ service. 

New facilities will include a freshwater 
swimming pool and a complete dive shop 
on the premises. There is already a tennis 
court and a three hole sand golf course. 
Watersports facilities include sailboats, 
paddleboards, outboard powered skiffs 
and sailboards. Scuba diving and snor- 
keling are available year-round. The best 
diving is from September through March. 

One of the major diving attractions of 
the Lizard Island area is the Cod Hole, a 
one of a kind experience that has be- 
come legendary in the annals of Australia 
diving. The Cod Hole is a small area in a 
pass between two reefs where a group of 
five to nine giant groupers has lived for 
many years. These huge creatures, 
known to Australians as potato cod, are 
extremely tame and can be handfed by 
the dive guides and photographed up 
close. The big fish range in size from 80 
to 160 pounds and are extremely docile. 

Loughnan believes, ‘Lizard Island will 
be comparable to the best dive resorts 
anywhere in the world. Less than one 
hour by boat from some of the finest dive 
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spots tn the Ribbon Reefs, this offshore 
resort is on the edge of a diver’s para- 
dise. Lizard Island will cater to those who 
desire the comforts of a shore based lux- 
ury resort, but still want to see some of 
Australia’s best diving.”’ 

Lizard Island is 160 miles north of 
Cairns, the northernmost resort city on 
the Queensland coast. The island lies 20 
miles off uninhabited Cape York. It sits al- 
most on the edge of the Great Barrier 
Reef. It is a small, rocky island of only 
2,500 acres with extremely unique flora 
and fauna. One of its greatest attractions 
is its large iguanas (lizards). Some of 
them grow to be four feet long and have 
become pets that amble around the re- 
sort property. 

Lizard Island Lodge has its own 3,000 
foot, graded airstrip that can accommo- 
date small to medium sized aircraft. Air 
Queensland operates daily flights from 
Cairns to the island and the flight takes 
one to one and one-half hours.

B7" in 1977 Scubapro introduced a 
revolutionary buoyancy compensa- 
tor. Up until that time divers had a choice 
of either a horsecollar or back mounted 
BC. Scubapro’s new version, called the 
Stabilizing Jacket, wrapped completely 
around the diver, fitting like a vest. It sur- 
rounded the torso with a chamber of air: 
on the back, front and. all around the 
arms. On the surface it supported the 
wearer in an upright position with the 
head and shoulders above water. 

Soon, everyone had a version of the 
Stab Jacket. None of these, however, is 
exactly like the original. Scubapro’s Sta- 
bilizing Jacket is unique. It is the only vest 
type BC with single bag construction: All 
the others have both an inner bladder 
and an outer shell. 

The Stabilizing Jacket has proven ex- 
tremely popular and has been little 
changed since its introduction eight years 
ago. And now, there are two. The new 
Double Blue incorporates all of the Stab 
Jacket’s special features and more: This 
version is also made of 420 denier nylon 
pack cloth but the fabric is coated on 
both sides (instead of just the inside) with 
neoprene. This makes it extremely stur- 
dy. And, instead of the Stab Jacket's 
standard orange, the new version comes 
in blue, hence the name, Double Blue.

Double Blue include: manual dump valve 
on top of the right shoulder; large, remov- 
able, self-draining pocket with Velcro® 
flap; CO, detonator port; two Velcro hose 
retainer loops, one on each side; whistle 
on the one inch spiral inflator hose; and 
four sturdy nylon D-rings for accessories. 

Scubapro’s Stabilizing Jackets come 
without a mouthpiece or inflator, allowing 
the user to choose the system most suit- 
able for him/her.

air. A side benefit of all this is the wearer 
does not have to add weight to compen- 
sate for buoyancy caused by extraneous 
air in the jacket. 

Many smaller divers have wished for 
an extra small Stab Jacket and Scubapro 
intoduced this size two years ago. My 
Double Blue test model was an extra 
small and | loved it. | could adjust the 
Straps so it stayed very close to my body. 
While looking for lobsters or photo- 
graphing macro critters in a head down 
position, the Double Blue didn’t float up 
and allow my tank to bang into my head.

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iking has always been serious about 

drysuits. With a product line en- 
gineered for the harsh realities of the 
North Sea, even its sport models have 
approached the problems of cold water 
and abrasion head-on, utilizing ultra- 
tough outer materials and high-tech insu- 
lation.

The inner layer of the coating is natural 
rubber, making the suit flexible and stur- 
dy. The outer layer is synthetic rubber, 
which provides a smooth, snag resistant 
outer surface that is also resistant to 
ozone, ultraviolet light and chemicals. 
The synthetic rubber is bright red instead 
of orange on this year’s drysuits. 

Unlike neoprene suits, this material 
doesn’t have gas bubbles trapped inside. 
Thus, the buoyancy of the suit is depend- 
ent only on the amount of air inside it. 
This allows less weight to be worn (than 
with neoprene drysuits) and the material 
doesn’t compress at depth, which would 
result in less insulation and buoyancy. 
The material is highly abrasion resistant 
and doesn’t stretch significantly. The suit 
won't balloon up if over filled with air. The 
Pro material is thicker than that of the 
Sport model, 1,000 grams/square meter 
as opposed to 800. This makes the suit 
heavier but gives it 1.3 times the resist- 
ance to abrasion. 

The suit's seams are sewn and then 
vulcanized under rubber tape, completely 
waterproofing them and adding strength. 
An additional layer of black rubber rein- 
forces the attached boots, shins, knees 
and elbows. 

The sturdy, bronze alloy entry zipper 
runs across the back of the shoulders 
and, when closed, is completely water- 
proof. The wrists have stretchy latex rub- 
ber cuffs that seal well. They can be 
trimmed to accommodate larger wrists. 

The Pro suit is available with an at- 
tached neoprene or latex rubber hood, or 
Viking’s patented double hood. This latter 
has an attached hood of the same materi- 
al as the suit, with a latex face seal and 
an inner latex hood. The inner hood al- 
lows insulating air to circulate around the 
diver’s head, between the latex and outer 
hoods. The outer hood has a Velcro® 
strap around the back that allows individ- 
ual adjustment of the face seal. 

Viking suits can be easily patched if 
anything should ever puncture the materi- 
al. Additionally, the latex cuffs and hood 
can be quickly replaced by the owner. 

The Viking Pro Drysuit has the same 
arm mounted exhaust valve as the Sport 
model. It can be adjusted to maintain a 
desired pressure of air in the suit, venting 
automatically on ascent, or can be

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pressed manually for exhaust. The Pro’s 
chest mounted inflation valve is push-but- 
ton operated and won't allow water into 
the suit when the low pressure inflation 
hose is disconnected. 

Viking suits are insulated by the cloth- 
ing worn under them. For this purpose 
the company offers a two layer under- 
wear combination. Viking Hygenic Un- 
derwear is made of thin polypropylene 
and worn next to the body. It draws per- 
Spiration away, keeping the diver dry and 
comfortable. Viking Open Cell Underwear 
is worn over the Hygenic layer. Made of 
a double nylon laminated, 10 millimeter 
thick, open cell polyester foam, it also 
wicks moisture away from the body while 
providing excellent insulation. It provides 
nearly equal insulation when wet. 

In open water tests the Pro proved very 
warm and dry. However, | feel two points 
are worth noting. First, the attached boots 
are made large to accommodate the un- 
derwear booties. Big boots with relatively 
Stiff soles need a big fin pocket. While the 
boots fit in my standard fins, they were 
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wrinkled. This was not uncomfortable, but 
lost something in aesthetics. Second, the 
Pro’s double hood is designed to spread 
out the seal over the head instead of con- 
centrating it at the neck. There is a trade- 
off here: The hood insulates best when 
the diver is in a head-up, vertical orienta- 
tion. However, the air in the hood in this 
position tends to push the facemask 
away from the face, allowing. water into 
the mask... lf the diver intends to spend 
much time in a head-up position, one of 
Viking’s other hood options might be 
more appropriate. 

The Pro suit is available in five sizes to 
fit divers from five and one-half to six and 
one-half feet tall. It comes with a zippered 
carrying case, low pressure inflator hose 
and repair kit. The suggested retail price 
is $1230. The Hygenic Underwear is $50 
and the Open Cell Underwear is $164.

ust when you think you’ve seen every- 

thing in the way of a gear bag some- 
one comes up with something brand 
new. In this case the company is Wenoka 
and the bag is the Bac-Pac. Although it’s 
made of a conventional material—heavy 
duty nylon (called Z-Tex) coated on the 
inside with polyurethane—it’s an uncon- 
ventional configuration. This isn’t a gear 
bag that’s longer than it is wide, it’s taller 
than it is long! It's made to be carried on 
your back. 

The Bac-Pac has five compartments. 
The pockets on either end run the height 
of the bag and have YKK double tabbed 
Delrin zippers opening two sides. The 
pockets are big enough (22 x 9 x 3 
inches) to hold a pair of fins or a BC. 
Each has a brass grommet in the bottom 
for water drainage. On the front of the 
Bac-Pac are two padded, insulated pock- 
ets for your mask, regulator, gauges 
and/or dry clothing, sandwiches. These 
measure 11 x 9 x 4 inches. On the front 
of the top one is a patch pocket for your 
dive tables, maps, etc. 

The main compartment of the Bac-Pac 
is 22 x 12 x 9% inches and it is padded 
front and back. It will hold everything you 
havent put in the other four pockets. It 
has a double tabbed YKK Delrin zipper 
that opens three sides. Inside is a nylon 
clip for handy storage of keys. There are 
two brass grommets on the bottom that 
allow water to drain. 

Five sturdy nylon D-rings on outside 
corners of the Bac-Pac let you attach 
such things as collapsible polespears or 
other items that will not fit in the bag, for 
convenience in carrying. On the top and 
bottom of the Bac-Pac are nylon webbing

straps with quick release buckles that 
allow you to carry even more. For in- 
stance, you could strap a sleeping bag or 
a jacket on the top. The straps can also 
be used to cinch the bag narrower when 
you're carrying a light load. There is a 
padded nylon webbing handle on top of 
the bag. On the back are two padded 
shoulder straps with quick release buck- 
les. All of the Bac-Pac’s straps are box 
stitched for extra strength where they at- 
tach to the bag. An extra piece of Z-Tex 
is sewn underneath for added strength 
and tear resistance. 

The Bac-Pac comes in either blue with 
red accents or red with black accents. It

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the front pockets, everything else fits 
in the main compartment. Padded

sells for $76.50. Care of this gear bag is 
easy: Simply rinse with freshwater and let 
dry out of sunlight.

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[" September 1983, Tekna introduced 
its first Digital Dive Timer, a miniature 
computer for counting and timing an en- 
tire day of diving activities. This intelligent 
instrument automatically kept track of the 
number of dives, current bottom time and 
current surface interval. Needless to say, 
the device was a hit. 

Now, Tekna is once again introducing 
a revolutionary instrument. It is the sec- 
ond generation of Digital Dive Timers 
known as T-3100X. It is sufficiently differ- 
ent in design and function to warrant eve- 
ry diver's attention. 

The major difference between the origi- 
nal Dive Timer T-3100 and the new T-

3100X is the computer circuit. The Dive 
Timer’s brain is a CMOS microprocessor 
chip which draws little electrical power. 
CMOS is an acronym for complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor, a relatively 
new technology that will be used in all 
lightweight computers of the future. 

Tekna’s new Dive Timer contains a 
radical improvement in micro chip de- 
sign, reducing the energy draw by 80 
percent. The end result is that the T- 
3100X will operate for an estimated five 
years without battery replacement. Its 
predecessor would only run for one year. 
These figures are based on the average 
diver’s estimated number of diving days 
per year. In more precise terms, the Te- 
kna Dive Timer will operate for 40,000 
hours. It is powered by a small one and 
one-half volt lithium battery and draws 
only 7/1,000,000 of an amp. 

Is there any difference in the outward 
appearance of the new timer? Yes, it is 
approximately one-quarter inch thicker, 
but identical in diameter. The thickness of 
the bezel and body is the tip-off between 
the two models. 

In addition, the new Dive Timer T- 
3100X has a completely clear back. You 
can see the battery and the pressure dia- 
phragm that automatically starts and 
stops the timer. 

The new/improved timer is still a feath- 
erweight, tipping the scales at 1.25 
ounces. It sits comfortably on a diver’s 
wrist, rising up no more than one-half 
inch and looking much like a wrist watch. 

As for functions, the new Dive Timer Il 
offers every function of the older model, 
plus a new twist. The smallest window on

the dial face digitally counts the number 
of dives in a day, from 1 to 9. The larger 
window to its right is the bottom timer. It 
switches on at a depth of six feet and be- 
gins tracking bottom time. When you re- 
turn to the surface, this window freezes 
the bottom time and the large window on 
the top of the dial face begins tracking 
surface time in hours and minutes. 

When you begin the next dive, the sur- 
face time freezes, the small window 
moves to the next number and the bottom 
timer begins tracking bottom time again. 

The newest feature on the Dive Timer 
is that it continues counting the hours af- 
ter your last dive. When the instrument 
reaches 12 hours, a symbol of an air- 
plane flashes on the large window indi- 
cating it is now safe to fly at a high alti- 
tude. This new feature is known as the 
Safe Flight Indicator. The airplane symbol 
remains on the screen for a period of four 
hours before the device shuts itself off. 

Every function on the Digital Dive Timer 
is automatic. There are no outside 
switches or buttons of any kind. The unit 
is hermetically sealed and should never 
be opened by anyone other than a Tekna 
factory technician. Each unit is fully tested 
for a period of one hour at a simulated 
depth of 200 feet. 

The wrist worn Digital Dive Timer retails 
for approximately $74.95. There is also a 
modular unit (T-3101X) that snaps into 
Tekna Multi-Gauge Combos. The modu- 
lar unit sells for approximately $64.95.

lt is the desire of the newly 
elected government and significant 
elements of the private sector to 
invite tourism to Belize. Agriculture, 
especially sugar, citrus, timber and 
fishing are the traditional 
imperatives, but with so much of 
the natural resource of interest to 
the tourist trade, the government is 
doing its best to make the traveler 
feel weicome. During our recent 


visit we met several times with 


Minister of Tourism Dereck Aikman

The fishermen 
were the first to discover Belize. In 


the flats bonefish are abundant the 
year-round, as well as permit and 
tarpon.

king mackerel, Spanish mackerel, 


bonito, blackfin tuna and wahoo. 
sailfish, white and blue marlin, wa- 


hoo, swordfish and tuna may be 
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found in the deep water farther offshore. 
The same lush marine environment that 
has spawned an active sportfishing in- 
dustry is attracting sport divers in ever in- 
creasing numbers. 


HOW TO GET THERE 

Belize is directly accessible from Miami 
and Houston on a daily basis and from 
New Orleans twice a week. TACA and 
Tan Sahsa are the major carriers and 
both fly modern, comfortable jets. For ex- 
ample, our flight from Miami was aboard 
a Boeing 737 and took only one hour 45 


minutes to Belize City. The age gener-

ally arrive in the mid-afternoon and the 
traveler has the option to overnight in Be- 
lize City, rendezvous with a live-aboard 
dive boat or sail boat charter or take a 
connecting flight to one of the cayes. For 
those wishing to unwind in Belize City 
and begin travel fresh, there are several 
hotels just a short ride from the airport. 
For dive tourists, Belize City will be more 
a staging area than a destination be- 
cause boat rides to the best of the diving 
are prohibitively long for a day trip. But 
hotels such as the Fort George, the Belle- 
vue and the Villa offer clean, secure and 
convenient lodging with very good food. 
Belize City has a population of 40,000 
and some duty free shopping, boat char- 
ters, banking, etc. It is rather picturesque 
with its multi-hued wooden buildings, 
maze of narrow streets and interesting 
populace. However, the true beauty of 
Belize is beyond the city and into the 
mountains or out to sea. 

Transportation to Belize is also avail- 
able by car, bus, train and private boat or 
plane. By car the 1,350 miles from 
Brownsville, Texas through Mexico to the 
border of Belize can be covered in as lit- 
tle as two days, assuming minimal delays 
owing to burros in the roadway. It costs 
about $30 to travel by bus from Laredo, 
Texas to the border of Belize, but encum- 
bered by dive gear and cameras, this 
might be a bit adventurous for most. The 





train is another form of public transit, but 
for speed, convenience and reliability, air 
travel is the obvious choice. 


IMMIGRATION AND CUSTOMS 

Citizens of the United States, Canada 
and the United Kingdom need round-trip 
tickets and birth certificates or voter's 
registration cards as minimal entry re- 
quirements. In some cases, a passport 
may be required to cash traveler's 
checks. Fishing and diving gear, under- 
water cameras, etc., may be brought in 
for personal use without difficulty, al- 
though illegal drugs and firearms are un- 
derstandably frowned upon. When leav- 
ing Belize be aware that it is illegal to re- 
move or export coral, to remove archaeo- 
logical artifacts or to possess orchids 
from a forest preserve. Note that it is also 
illegal to spearfish while on scuba. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

In Belize there is a rainy season and a 
dry season. The dry season roughly coin- 
cides with the winter in North America 
and the spring is especially attractive for 
divers as the water is the clearest. Diving 
can be particularly spectacular during the 
summer, but since the rainy season runs 
from May or June to October, it is only 
reasonable to expect some precipitation. 
The water temperature is comfortable 
year-round, with a wintertime low of

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around 70°F and a summer high in the 
mid 80s. The air temperature ranges from 
a daytime high in the 7Qs in winter to the 
80s and 90s during the maugre or dog 
days of August. The underwater visibility 
can range from 20 to 30 feet or less after 
a winter storm along the shallows of the 
barrier reef to in excess of 150 feet along 
the wall at Lighthouse Reef or one of the 
atolls. Most of our diving was in visibility 
between 80 and 150 feet and | assume 
that to be a normal range. 

Both U.S. currency and Belizean dollar 


_ (Bz) are accepted most places and the 


approximate rate of exchange is two Bz 
to one U.S. Note that prices are some- 
times quoted in U.S. dollars and some- 
times in Bz. Electricity is generally 110 
volts. On some of the cayes where power 
is by generator, it may not run all night 
long. There is a modern and reasonably 
efficient telephone system to serve Belize 
City and most of the major towns, but di- 
rect communication via telephone from 
most of the cayes is impossible. The ho- 
tels generally have VHF radio contact 
with a supply base in Belize City and calls 
can be passed along. While an hour one 
way or the other means very little in Be- 
lize (except when catching a plane), the 
time is Eastern Standard. 

The best diving in Belize is available 
either from a land base on one of the 
cayes, with day trips to the reef or from 
a sailboat charter or live-aboard dive 
boat. Each of these options will be con- 
sidered in detail. 


THE CAYES 

The cayes (pronounced keys) of Belize 
are spread out along a 200 mile chain 
that generally parallels the mainiand. 
Some: are mere specks barely exposed 
at high tide, some are uninhabited except 
for an occasional fisherman and some 
are fairly well-developed with resort ho- 
tels, airports and village. Ambergris 
Caye, Caye Caulker, Caye Chapel and 
St. George’s Caye are adjacent to the 
barrier reef, whereas Caye Bokel is in the 
Turneffe Islands. There is a primitive dive 
camp at Glovers Reef as well. The Tur- 
neffe Islands, Glovers Reef and Light- 
house Reef are the three atolls of Belize 
and will be described in this section.

for divers who drop in... 
at Fort George Hotel 
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are either engaged in the tourist industry 
or are fishermen. There are 19 hotels or 
guest houses and they range from island 
austere to tropical chic. Some are on the 
beach, some have their own boats and 
compressors and some are in town while 
others are farther removed. Only a few 
miles separate the resorts at the south 
end of the settlement from those at the 
north end and access to the dive spots is 
essentially the same no matter where you 
stay. Some guides might be more 
accommodating than others in determin- 
ing which dive sites are visited. 

It is difficult to address specific sites, 
because there is interesting diving all 
along the barrier reef. The barrier reef it- 
self is very shallow, often exposed at low 
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tide in many areas. Unless the day is flat 
calm, the surge is too much for diving di- 
rectly around the shallow portions, but on 
those perfect days, shallow diving and 
snorkeling are excellent. There are for- 
ests of elkhorn coral, staghorn, brain and 
star coral heads densely packed along 
the spine of the reef and all manner of 
Caribbean tropicals can be found darting 
among them. Most of the diving is done 
on the landward side of the barrier reef or 
along the deeper slope to seaward. 

There are two dive sites on the shallow 
side that most of the guides seem to fre- 
quent. Mexico Rocks sits in about 20 
feet of generally sparkling water on the 
lee of the barrier reef. Comprised of scat- 
tered coral heads over a dazzling white 
sand bottom, Mexico Rocks is a good 
place to concentrate on macro photo- 
graphs or study juvenile tropicals. The 
marine life is quite rich with angelfish, 
snapper, grunts, hogfish, parrotfish and 
lots of conch, but the reef is small for a 
large group of divers at once. For divers 
getting reacclimated, resort course class- 
es or snorkelers, Mexico Rocks is the 
ideal location. 

Perhaps the most exciting of the shal- 
low dives is Hole Chan. This is actually 
a cut through the barrier reef and as such 
is often exposed to tidal currents. But the 
flow of nutrients also propagates the col- 
orful filter feeders such as tube and barrel 


sponges, as well as a wide variety of soft 
corals. The most famous residents of this 
reef area are the two green morays con- 
sistently found along the north wall of the 
cut. The pair is very used to being hand 
fed and quite approachable as a conse- 
quence. There are queen, French and 
gray angelfish, schools of grunt, filefish, 
parrotfish, spotted drum, Bermuda chub 
and occasional pelagics, such as eagle 
rays, along the outside edge. Near the 
surface in the shallows is a magnificent 
stand of elkhorn coral. 

While these two shallow dives are cer- 
tainly pleasant, I'd like to see the dive 
guides do more exploring both north and 
south of San Pedro to discover some 
new sites in the shallow water range. 
While there is virtually no limit to the dive 
sites available on the seaward side of the 
barrier reef, most of the shallow dives are 
either at Mexico Rocks or Hole Chan and 
since the typical dive profile includes a 
deep dive followed immediately by the 
shallow dive, these two sites can become 
overfamiliar by the end of the week. 

The deep dives are a gradual slope 
from about 60 to 110 feet and are of a 
Spur and groove formation running per- 
pendicular to the barrier reef. The water 
is usually very clear, 60 to 120 feet of lat- 
eral visibility and the chances of seeing 
turtles, eagle rays, southern stingrays or 
other pelagics are good. However, the 


reefs offshore San Pedro are not particu- 
larly rich in grouper, Snapper or other 
food fish. San Pedro has long been sup- 
ported by the fishing community and only 
recently has diving become an important 
element of the island economy. As a re- 
sult of this new emphasis, the guides are 
now beginning to establish fish feeding 
reefs and are traveling farther north and 
south of San Pedro to expand the range 
of the deep dive sites. In the past it was 
permissible to collect corals, seafans and 
live shells, but today the dive operators 
and the government are strongly oriented 
toward reef conservation. During our visit 
we did see one group of divers return 
with goodie bags overflowing with coral, 
sponges and shells, presumably be- 
cause the guide wasn't adament about 
the rules. Of course, if the customs in- 
spector finds the booty, it will be confis- 
cated at the airport and the divers possi- 
bly fined, since such activity is definitely 
against the laws of the country. 

The deep dives are further typified by 
spectacular high profile corals, azure 
vase sponges, magnificent yellow tube 
sponges and giant barrel sponges. There 
are only a couple of cuts through the bar- 
rier reef near San Pedro and most of the 
deep diving is done in the proximity of the 
cuts. But virtually anywhere along the 
outside edge of the barrier reef will fea- 
ture good diving; potential dive sites are 
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4 night and 7 night trips available on a weekly basis.

just beginning to be realized. 

At present most of the diving is done 
from 20 to 24 foot skiffs powered by out- 
boards. These are island built wooden 
boats and are very fast, but in a rough 
sea can be uncomfortable. A couple of 
the hotels are planning dive centers in- 
house, whereas now they utilize the local 
guides who will pick up their guests 
dockside. There are plans for new boats 
in the 38 foot range to accompany the 
development of the dive centers. At least 
one of those will probably be on the is- 
land by the time this article appears. The 
Reef Roamer is one exception to the 
standard San Pedro dive boat flotilla. it is 
a 37 foot, twin diesel with a small com- 
pressor on board, captained by Ray 
Bowers. Operating from a base at the El 
Pescadore Hotel and picking up guests 
at a number of other hotels along the 
beach, the Reef Roamer is available for 
either day charter or overnight trips with 
small groups to Lighthouse Reef or the 
Turneffe Islands. 

During our visit to San Pedro we 
stayed at the VICTORIA HOUSE at the 
south end of the settlement and found it 
to be an especially fine hotel with 10 
beautiful thatched roof cabafas and 11 
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double hotel rooms along a landscaped 
beach. Hotel manager Fidel Ancona 
spoke of imminent plans to construct a 
dive shop on the premises to serve 
guests, with the compressor, gear rental 
and guest storage facility all dockside. A 
new dive boat will likely accompany that 
development, giving the Victoria House 
the potential to evolve into a first class 
dive facility. As it is today, the Victoria 
House is certainly a first class resort with 
excellent food, service and staff. 

Proceeding up the beach from south to 
north, the next resort is the CASA SO- 
LANA. One and one-half miles south of 
San Pedro, Casa Solana offers easy ac- 
cess to the village combined with peace- 
ful insulation from the often vigorous 
nightlife. There are ten rooms in the main 
hotel and one house with two, two beda- 
room apartments that share a bath. This 
provides a total occupancy of 30 guests 
and there is a bar and restaurant on the 
premises. A new dive boat and dive facili- 
ty are also projected for Casa Solana, 
one more indication of the Belize com- 
mittment to diver service. 

RAMON’S REEF RESORT and RA- 
MON’S TOO will each accommodate 30 
guests and the dive operation at each 
uses the boats and compressor which 
are at Ramon’s Reef Resort. At present 
there are three 22 foot skiffs and rumor 
predicts a larger boat with a dive plat- 
form, tank racks and a small compressor 
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will soon be delivered. There is a restau- 
rant and bar at both Ramon’s Reef and 
Ramon’s Too and about 60 percent of 
their current clientele are divers. Both re- 
sorts are quaint and picturesque, with 
thatched roofed cabafas, beaches and 
lots of landscaping. 

You will note that many of the resorts 
are seeking to upgrade at this time, but 
if the presence of a large, comfortable 
dive boat is the deciding factor for one 
hotel over another, I'd recommend seek- 
ing confirmation as to the type of boat 
available before booking the reservation. 

The SUNBREEZE HOTEL features nine 
rooms and is at the south end of San 
Pedro. The hotel was under construction 
when we visited. It is owned by the same 
people who own the Ambergris Lodge. 
As a result, the boats and compressors 
at the Ambergris Lodge serve the Sun- 
breeze as well. 

The HOLIDAY HOTEL has 15 rooms 
and is directly on the beach in San Pedro. 
Some rooms are large enough to accom- 
modate four people and the overall ca- 
pacity is about 40 guests. There is a res- 
taurant and bar, as well as boat docks 
and a dive shop in an adjacent building. 
Twenty to 24 foot long skiffs are used to 
accommodate up to 12 divers and a 
closed-in swimming area at the end of the 
docks is used for instruction and resort 
courses. There is no U.S. booking agent 
for the Holiday House and most promo-

tion occurs via word of mouth. In the past, 
the bulk of the clientele has been fisher- 
men, but divers are a significant portion 
these days. 

The Ambergris Lodge has been in op- 
eration for over 15 years in a central, 
beachside location. There are nine rooms 
and one suite, as well as a penthouse (by 
San Pedro standards) featuring two 
rooms, a bar and a refrigerator. There is 
a restaurant, bar, game room and dive 
shop of sorts on the premises, but the 
shop is more to provide air fills, tanks and 
minimal gear rental. The diver packages 


at the Ambergris Lodge, as well as most 


of the other hotels, are very modestly 
priced by Caribbean standards. The dive 
boat Amber Lady is a 36 foot diesel 
sportfisherman based at the Ambergris 
Lodge and is another alternative to the 
open skiffs. 

The CORAL BEACH HOTEL has 11 
rooms and is a homey, colorful hotel on 
San Pedro’s main street. By looking at 
the wetsuits draped across every balco- 
ny, itis clear that the Coral Beach caters 
heavily to divers. In fact, the dive shop 
and compressor across the street, dock- 
side, provide not only the in-house serv-

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ice for guests of the hotel, but also tanks 
and air to most of the dive guides on the 
island. There is a great little bar on stilts 
over the water called the Tackle Box, op- 
erated by the Coral Beach Hotel. Inside is 
a sand floor, a bar made from an old boat 
and an ocean holding pen with bull and 
nurse sharks, stingrays, pufferfish, am- 
berjack and turtles. 

The PARADISE RESORT HOTEL has 
22 rooms, actually thatched roof bunga- 
lows, along the beach at the north end of 
San Pedro. There is a very active night- 
spot on the premises, a restaurant, four 
dive guides each with a 24 foot skiff to 
transport two to eight divers each and a 
31 foot Bertram used both for fishing and 
diving. The Reef Roamer frequently picks 
up divers at the Paradise Hotel. There is 
an extensive sandy beach, gift shop and 
Spacious landscaped central courtyard. 
Among other proposed developments for 
San Pedro, hotel manager Tim Beene in- 
tends to install the first E-6 processing lab 
on the island and has already purchased 
the necessary hardware. 

EL PESCADORE HOTEL is three miles 
to the north of San Pedro, connected with 
the town by boat only. This assures priva- 
cy and tranquility. Transfers directly from 
Belize International airport are arranged 
by the hotel. There are 10 double rooms 
plus one suite. The hotel’s maximum ca- 
pacity is 24 guests. The beachfront resort

CAYE CAULKER 

To the south of Ambergris Caye and 
about 20 miles from Belize City, Caye 
Caulker (Cay Corker on some charts) is 
five to six miles long and has only 400 
residents. There is a new airstrip under 
construction that may augment tourism, 
but as is, the tourist scene is hardly 
booming. There are a couple of small ho- 
tels and a few guest houses, some res- 
taurants, an ice cream store and reason- 
ably well-equipped dive shop. Aside from 
dives to the barrier reef, just one mile off- 
shore, there is also a fascinating blue 
hole just a few yards off the beach. Long 
known as a lobster haunt, the blue hole 
drops from a four foot depth to about 15 
feet where a cave opening appears. In- 
side there is a 320 foot long passage big 
enough for one person (with no room to 
turn around), that drops to 80 feet and 
enters a large room with at least a 1,200 
foot diameter. This cavern bottoms out at 
110 feet and rises to within 30 feet of the 
surface with stalactites and stalagmites 
throughout. BELIZE DIVING SERVICES,

CAYE CHAPEL 

Only 15 miles from Belize City, Caye 
Chapel measures only one mile wide by 
three miles long and is dominated by the 
picturesque PYRAMID ISLAND RESORT. 
There are 32 rooms in this completely 
self-contained resort, as well as a 3,600 
foot airstrip, a restaurant and a dive oper- 
ation. The diving services include tank 
rentals, some equipment rentals, air fills 
and guided boat dives to the barrier reef. 
There are tennis and basketball courts 
and a golf driving range. There are fuel 
and water at the well-equipped marina. 


ST. GEORGE’S CAYE 

Only nine miles from Belize City, the 
historic island of St. George’s Caye was 
the capital of the settlement from 1650 to 
1784. Little is left of those early days, 
however, as Hurricane Hattie assaulted 
the island in 1961 and washed away 
many of the habitations. There are a num- 
ber of private homes which were rebuilt 
and the ST. GEORGE’S LODGE. This lat- 
ter, with 12 rooms and four cottages, is 
the largest development on the island. 
Built from Belizean hardwoods and set on 
stilts to catch the seabreeze, the St. 
George's Lodge has a distinct charm. 
The restaurant specializes in seafood and 
there is a dive shop on the premises to

transport guests to the superb snorkeling 
and diving just offshore. 


GLOVERS REEF 

Situated 70 miles southeast of Belize 
City, Glovers Reef is a circular stretch of 
coral surrounding an expansive lagoon. 
The cayes on the southeast side of the 
atoll were the former base of operations 
for the pirate John Glover, hence the 
name. The live-aboard boats have been 
able to sample a small portion of the su- 
perb diving potential at Glovers and there 
is an extremely austere dive resort, the 
GLOVERS REEF RESORT, with minimal 
accommodations but a compressor and 
dive boat. A true Gilligan’s Island, Glov- 
ers Reef Resort does not have hot water, 
flush toilets or electricity, but it does have 
plenty of isolation, sand and blue water 
and of course, access to some unusually 
fine diving. 


CAYE BOKEL 

At Caye Bokel at the southern tip of the 
Turneffe Island group, the TURNEFFE 
DIVING LODGE has long operated as a 
fishing camp. Now, with the acquisition of 
their 38 foot custom Delta dive boat, it 
has become a first quality dive resort as 
well. The island itself is 12.4 acres with 
lots of sand beach, coconut palms and 
reef and mangrove buffer from the sea. 
The resort can accommodate 12 divers in

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double rooms with private baths. There is 
superior dining with adjacent bar area; 
16 boats for fishing and diving; a dive 
shop; three compressors; a laundry (in- 
cluding guest laundry twice a week); and 
a helicopter landing site in case of emer- 
gency. The rooms are on stilts, built of 
native hardwoods, with ceiling fans. Un- 
derwater photos provide decoration. The 
water comes from rain catchment and the 
generators keep the electricity flowing, 
usually until the late evening, so the is- 
land is totally self-sufficient aside from 
fuel and food which are brought in sever- 
al times a week from Belize City. Trans- 
portation from the mainland to Caye Bo- 
kel is generally by boat, either the Grand 
Slam, the luxuriously appointed Delta 
dive boat or the Reef Raft, a 28 foot out- 
board dive boat. The Grand Slam is pow- 
ered by two caterpillar diesels and 
equipped with stereo, radar, VHF, a dive 
platform and Loran C with more than 59 
dive sites already keyed in. 

The Turneffe Diving Lodge (a.k.a. Tur- 
neffe Island Lodge) has been in operation 
since 1968, specializing in bonefishing 
and light tackle fishing. Since Dave and 
Jill Bennett acquired the resort the em- 
phasis has included diving as well. Caye 
Bokel is exceptionally well situated for a 
dive resort since there is excellent diving 
within 10 minutes or less of the dock (as- 
suming the winds arent howling) and

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there is an accessible lee with good shal- 
low and medium depth reefs diveable un- 
der virtually all conditions. Lighthouse 
Reef is a run of one hour and 45 minutes, 
the northern edge of Glovers Reef is only 
45 minutes away. This puts most of the 
best diving around Belize within the 
range of a day trip. 

Among the fine dives we experienced 
while guests of the Turneffe Diving Lodge 
are the following: The Wreck of the 
Sayonara—A 63 foot World War Il air/ 
sea rescue boat converted to provide 
passenger transit to Caye Bokel, it was a 
wood boat that sank at the dock at the 
Turneffe Diving Lodge, was refloated and 
sunk intentionally in 45 feet of water at 
the edge of the drop-off. 

Majestic Reef—One of the many wall 
dive sites just minutes from the dock, it 
was memorable for the numerous stin- 
grays sighted; the black coral trees in 50 
feet of water; and the massive yellow 
tube sponges so prevalent throughout 
Belizean waters. 

The Elbow—Just at the southern point 
of Big Caye Bokel, The Elbow was prob- 
ably my most exciting Belize dive. As 
soon as | jumped in the water | saw a 
school of permit, quickly replaced by a 


school of horse-eye jacks. Following the 
jacks to the edge of the drop-off my at- 
tention was riveted on a group of six to 
eight eagle rays, lots of grouper, a turtle 
and an absolutely lush concentration of 
soft corals and both tube and encrusting 
sponges. Bokel means elbow in Dutch. 

Half-Moon Caye—At the southeast 
corner of Lighthouse Reef, inch for inch 
this is one of the prettiest islands in the 
Caribbean. There is a lighthouse, lots of 
sand beach, coconut palms, tide pools, a 
booby bird sanctuary, shallow reef just 
offshore and a wall that begins at 35 feet 
and is very vertical. There are lots of bar- 
rel and tube sponges adorning this wail, 
as well as the occasional pelagic cruising 


by. On the shallow side of the wall are — 


sand flats with lots of conch and we saw 
an octopus lair with shells piled all 
around like some sort of conch high-rise. 
I’m sure the edge of the wall would be an 
amazing night dive. While the Grand 
Slam could be chartered for an overnight 
excursion, it would take a live-aboard like 
the Sail Belize boats, La Strega or the /sia 
Mia to thoroughly explore the miles of 
reef in the Lighthouse area. 

NOTE: The Turneffe Diving Lodge will 
close during the months of August, Sep- 
tember and October, but the Grand Slam 
will be available for charter from Belize 
City during that period. The Turneffe Div- 
ing Lodge bears potential to become one 
of the very special dive destinations in the

There are few rooms and as 
a consequence, the resort has a friendly, 
intimate feel. Jill and Dave, their nephew 
Beau, divemaster Charlie and the rest of 
the crew are accommodating and, in 
general, excellent hosts.

LIVE-ABOARD DIVE BOATS 

More than most other Caribbean desti- 
nations, to see the best of Belize requires 
considerable cruising range. There is ex- 
citing diving at many of the small unin- 
habited cayes, such as English Caye and 
of course Lighthouse Reef and Glovers 
Reef are justifiably famous. SAIL BELIZE 
and DIVE BELIZE, the sister operations 
under the direction of David Gegg, pro- 
vide services and transportation to the cli- 
ent who does not mind foregoing the 
comfort of a hotel for the adventure, con- 
venience and the improved diving poten- 
tial of live-aboards. 

The base of operations for Sail Belize 
and Dive Belize is Moho Caye, a small is- 
let just offshore Belize City offering fuel, 
water, boat dockage, dive gear rental, 
portable air compressors and provisions 
for the Sail Belize/Dive Belize fleet of 11 
boats. The Maya Landings Marina at Mo- 
ho Caye features sailboats from 31 to 52 
feet; a 36 foot twin diesel dive boat 
equipped with a dive platform, freshwater

On the return voyage, La Sitrega will 
usually allow some diving around the Tur- 
neffe Islands and there will be a few more 
dives on the barrier reef before the stand- 
ard 8 day/7 night cruise ends. 

The /SLA MIA will visit many of the 
same dive sites, but since she has been 
in operation in Belize for so long, will also 
have many special favorites as well. The 
Isla Mia is a recently remodeled 75 foot 
live-aboard dive boat and is represented 
by See & Sea Travel. | spoke with Carl 
Roessler about the /sla Mia and he was 
most enthused about the access for un- 
limited diving in the dramatic areas of 
Lighthouse Reef, which lie as much as 60 
miles off the coast of Belize. The compe- 
tent and friendly crew are another asset, 
particularly after seven days at sea. Ac- 
commodations aboard the /sla Mia in- 
clude five private double cabins and one 
Six passenger cabin with a spacious 
main saloon, three electric heads and 
freshwater showers. 


BELIZE TOPSIDE 

While the diving is what brought us 
back to Belize, during this trip we were al- 
so able to explore some of the country’s 
interior. We traveled by boat to Placentia, 
a charming fishing village of 350 people 
set on a point between a huge shallow la- 
goon and a mangrove cay. There is a 
sidewalk that begins at the pier and goes 
about a mile north and is quite scenic. We 
stayed at Rum Point, a small resort on the 
beach with five freeform ferrocement 
bungalows trimmed with mahogany and 
other Belizean hardwoods. While there is 
good snorkeling just offshore, the barrier 
reef is 18-20 miles distant and the boats 
are 25 foot skiffs powered by 30 horse- 
power outboards. Placentia is not a via- 
ble diving destination, but it is an excel- 
lent place to just relax in scenic surround- 
ings or prepare for a trip to the interior. 

Belize is extremely rich in archaeology 
and Mayan artifacts and there are several 
rather extensive ruins. Altun Ha is about 
28 miles north of Belize City and features 
the remains of what was a great city of 
the Mayan culture, probably first settled 
more than 2,000 years ago. Today there 
are great mounds covered by vines and 
trees and excavations that have been 
partially restored. There are Mayan pyra- 
mids and the remains of temples, a large 
reservoir and tombs. 

The site of Xunantunich (Maiden of the 
Rock) is a Mayan ruin and the largest ar- 
chaeological site in the Belize River Val- 
ley. The indications are that Xunantunich 
was occupied until about 850 A.D. It was 
excavated around 1938. The most promi- 
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nent structure is El Castillo, a massive 
130 foot tall pyramid. The villages of 
Bengue Viejo and San Ignacio are within 
the immediate area and we found com- 
fortable accommodations at the Hotel 
San Ignacio. Another interesting option is 
the CHAA CREEK COTTAGES, a rural 
and rustic group of cottages nestled on 
the bank of the Macal River just a few 
miles upstream San Ignacio. In a lush, 
forested setting with cattle grazing near- 
by, these palm thatched units are a far 
cry from the Grand Hyatt, but are a quaint 
base for tubing down the river, bird- 
watching, exploring the Rio Frio Cave or 
the ruins. 

The Mountain Pine Ridge Forest Re- 
serve is another scenic wonder of Belize. 
The heavily timbered west slopes of the 
Maya Mountains are rich with beautiful 
streams rushing over granite boulders 
and falling in cascades, eventually to join 
the Belize River. There is a set of water-

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N° even my good friend and spo- 
radic dive buddy Tim O’Keefe had 
been able to prepare me for my first 
visit to Habitat.

To the right, overlooking 
the dock and dive shop is a ‘small 
sand beach. 


The dive shop is the only one of its 
kind in the Caribbean: It's open 24 
hours a day. The slogan of this diving 
experience is “diving freedom,’ and 
that's no come-on. Divers can take 


_their tanks and gear and go shore div- 


ing on the protected reefs off Habitat © 


any time of day or night. The shop it- 
_ self is a new, open-air facility consist- 


ing of a classroom, photo lab, equip- 
ment repair facility, compressor room 
and spacious patio area. 

Dave Serlin, the only PADI master 
scuba instructor in the Netherlands 
Antilles, oversees the dive shop oper- 
ation. Like the rest of the expatriate 
staff, Dave has been at Habitat for four 
years and hopes to stay indefinitely. 

The dive facilities at Habitat are not 
pretentious and regimented—divers 
are assigned a tank number, but that’s 
as far as the discipline routine goes. 


Other than the obvious conscientious 
reminders to divers to take the sport 


seriously and follow safety rules and 
procedures, the staff is there to assist 
and advise, but not to police and dic- 
tate dive plans. Those who want to go 
on scheduled boat dives in the morn- 
ing and afternoon are urged to reserve 
space early, by putting their tank num- 
ber on the sign-up boards for one of 
the four boats in the fleet, because

boats are limited to only 12 divers to pre- 
vent crowding. 

| didn’t realize this before | arrived: 
Habitat is the only PADI Five Star Training 
Facility, not only in Bonaire, but in the en- 
tire southern Caribbean. There are almost 
20 courses available—in five languages: 
English, Spanish, German, Dutch and Pa- 
pamiento. They range from resort and 
scuba review through full certification. 
This includes the Habitat gold certification 
course that spans 12 days and 18 dives. 
It is the most comprehensive and person- 
alized course available anywhere. 
Advanced courses include everything 
from rescue diver to equipment specialist 
and assistant instructor (on request). 

One of the finest reefs off Bonaire, as 
well as a superb coral drop-off, lies just 
100 yards off the Habitat dock. Out in that 
area is a special option exclusive to Habi- 
tat, Dee Scarr’s Touch the Sea program. 
Dee is an author, underwater photogra- 
pher and aquatic soulmate of a variety of 
sea creatures. She has tamed many reef 
inhabitants and will take divers on a spe- 
cial Touch the Sea three dive package to 
experience this unusual communion with 
her freeswimming zoo. She presents 
weekly slide shows on this subject at 
Habitat every Monday at 9:00 pm. 

Cap'n Don could be the subject of an 
entire article himself. Born in California, 
his lifestyle has rivaled that of the actor he 
resembles, Errol Flynn. His love affair 
with Bonaire began in 1962 when he 
dropped the anchor of his schooner Va- 
lerie Queen in Kralendijk Harbor, en route 
to Antigua. He never left. 

That year he established his first dive 
operation on Bonaire and a year later, its 
first hotel, the Flamingo Beach, on the 
site once occupied by a German deten- 
tion camp. In 1972, he helped reopen the 
defunct Hotel Bonaire and founded 
Aquaventure, the island’s first full service 
dive operation. 

Habitat, which he described as ‘‘an 
age old concept just waiting for a place 
to happen, a totally ocean oriented re- 
sort,’ was founded in 1976. 

But it is his role as a crusader for ma- 
rine conservation that has won Cap'n 
Don a coterie of followers and the recog- 
nition of the dive industry not only on 
Bonaire, but also throughout the Caribbe- 
an and North America. He worked close- 
ly with the Bonaire government to estab- 
lish the Bonaire Marine Park and enforce 
laws prohibiting spearfishing or collecting 
of any marine creatures in Bonaire's wa- 
ters. He also established a network of 
permanent moorings on regularly visited 
dive sites to prevent destruction by an- 
chors. And, in 1984 his pet project of the 
1970s, the organization for Caribbean 
Underwater Resort Owners (CURO) was 








incorporated into the Caribbean Hotel As- 
sociation (CHA), a move praised as a 
step toward uniting Caribbean countries 
in awareness of marine conservation. 
‘I’ve always felt that ‘sport diver’ 
should involve more than just using the 
sea as a playground for amusement. 
That's only part of it. From hobbyists, we 
become professionals. Let’s give divers 
an identity—let’s educate them as to who 
they are and what their responsibilities 
are in preserving and protecting the 
earth's last frontier,’’ Cap’n Don said. 
‘‘We're expanding Habitat as a com- 
munity dedicated not only to awareness 
of the sea environment, but also to man’s 
interaction with the land here. We've de- 





Taine! a icinbterehalys program of ac- 
tivities for guests—that’s Morey Ruza’s 
pet project. He can arrange nature hikes, 
birdwatching sessions, spelunking, 
horseback tours, rock climbing and deep 
sea fishing—name your interest and he 
can arrange it,’ Cap'n Don added. 

Morey and his wife Linda came to Bon- 
aire 13 years ago and were regular visi- 
tors for nine years before settling as staff 
at Habitat in 1981. Once a workaholic in 
New York’s garment manufacturing busi- 
ness, Morey is now part of the fabric of 
the Habitat community and a dedicated 
defender and promoter of its concept. 
Linda contributes her talents as help- 
mate—and is currently at work creating 
the first bagel bakery on Bonaire. Natural 
bagels are now part of the regular menu 
at the Quarter Deck. 

Don and Morey brought out a set of 
blueprints for Cap'n Don's most ambi- 
tious landlocked undertaking so far, a 
four and one-half acre island community 
called the Hamlet, consisting of 29 villas 
set in landscaped gardens. They will 
overlook the Caribbean and a Strip of 
sand beach bordering a small lagoon

with excellent snorkeling just beyond. 
The site adjoins Habitat and the first two 
bedroom villa is expected to be com- 
pleted by the end of summer. 

One of Cap’n Don’s offshore projects 
is Memorial Reef, 200 feet off Habitat, a 
40 foot site of virgin reef which has been

earmarked as a tribute to past pioneers 
of the oceans. Cap'n Don's plan was to 
place a flagstaff on the site, embedded in 
the reef and ensure that a divers down 
flag marked the location year-round—to 
identify “‘the last frontier, a gesture of- 
fered to those who have gone before us, 
the pioneers of earth’s last frontier, like 
Philippe Cousteau.’ 

Another discovery was the conch mari- 
culture research underway next to Habi- 
tat. (The site was donated by Cap'n Don.) 
This research is supervised by a young 
marine biologist, Robbie Henson. 

Because of the residual effects of a te- 
nacious Floridian virus, | wasn’t able to 
log as much bottom time as | would have 
liked, but that allowed me more hours to 
absorb the special ambience of Habitat 
and spend more time becoming ac- 
quainted with its creator. Another discov- 
ery: Cap’n Don Stewart is a first rate writ- 
er. He shared some of his manuscripts 
with me. They are irreverant, earthy and 
descriptive seafaring adventures. 

There are a variety of definitions of 
‘habitat’ in Webster’s, but | like this one 
best: ‘‘the place or type of site where a 
plant or animal naturally lives and 
grows.’’ Especially in terms of awareness 
of the earth’s last frontier, Habitat fits that 
description for those sensitive enough to 
appreciate this unusual Community by, 
and of, the sea.

DIVE 
BOAT 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY

here is a surge of newly certified div- 

ers into diving in Southern California. 
More of these divers are visiting the off- 
shore areas, exploring the reefs, kelp and 
currents of the coastal islands. 

With this new generation of sea-going 
explorers comes the need for increased 
knowledge. This lies mainly in the area of 
boat diving technique and etiquette, in 
these categories: on-boat equipment 
handling; boat diving entries and exits; 
neutralizing potential problems; and inter- 
action with fellow shipmates. With a 
greater understanding of the challenges 
presented by Southern California boat 
diving, new and not so new divers can 
benefit from increased safety and suc- 
cessful experiences. 


EQUIPMENT HANDLING 
It is essential that all divers be aware of 
the dos and don'ts of proper gear han- 
dling aboard a charter dive boat. Nothing 


will get the goat of captain or crew more 
than the wrong piece of equipment in the 
wrong place. Space is limited. On the 
boats the rule is ‘‘a place for everything 
and everything in its place.” 

Tanks, backpacks, regulators and 
weightbelts can usually be readied for 
use, then parked in tank storage areas. 
This allows divers to quickly and easily 
don their equipment when the boat ar- 
rives at the dive site. Weightbelts and

tanks do not belong in the galley or bunk- 
room areas. Also, a carelessly handled 
weightbelt or tank can damage deck sur- 
faces, as well as try the patience of the 
boat’s captain. 

Be sure you stow your gear bag in the 
designated area (rules vary from boat to 
boat, so ask if you are not sure). Make 
certain your equipment is stowed in it 
promptly after every dive. This will ensure 
that deck space is not a clutter of masks,

fins, snorkles and gloves. It will also 
make sure that you do not lose any of 
your equipment. 

Stow your personal belongings (tow- 
els,. clothes, etc.) in your bunk. A small 
duffle or day pack works well for this pur- 
pose. If you need something out of the 
bunkroom area, don’t go into it dripping 
wet; ask a crew member or a dry diver to 
fetch your item for you. This keeps the 
bunkroom clean and dry. 


ENTRIES AND EXITS 

When entering the water from a dive 
boat be aware of three things: equipment, 
water conditions and boat position. 

Personal gear needs to be in place and 
totally operational. This will help avoid 
false starts. It is no fun to get stuck at the 
entry gate behind another diver who 
stops and tries to make equipment ad- 
justments before jumping in. 

Put on your fins last, just aS you are 
ready to splash in. Never walk around the 
deck of a boat wearing fins. A fall could 
Cause injury to yourself and others. 

When you jump in, hold your mask and 
weightbelt firmly. Invariably these are the 
items that fall off the easiest and become 
lost when not secured. Hold tightly onto 
your regulator also. Keep it either in your 
mouth or tucked under your arm. This en- 
ables you to find it easily once you are in 
the water. 

Check the water conditions before 
making your entry. Avoid surface entan- 
glement by making sure the area is clear 
of kelp. Note current and wind effects as 
they can hamper a surface swim to the 
anchorline before descent. 

Be aware of how the boat hangs on the 
anchorline as well. Know if the ship is sta- 
tionary or if it is swinging back and forth. 
If the boat is swinging on a wide arc, 
jump in as it Swings out on its fullest 
pitch, once in the water move quickly 
away from the boat. It is important to en- 
ter the water with your regulator in your 
mouth during these conditions. Should 
the dive boat begin to move rapidly to- 
ward your face you can easily and quick- 
ly deflate your BC and escape beneath 
the hull. 


NEUTRALIZING POTENTIAL 
PROBLEMS 

Many offshore areas in Southern Cali- 
fornia are prone to swift currents. With 
proper technique and planning, current 
diving can be as successful and as fun as 
any other type of diving. However, being 
caught down current can be a potential 

hazard as well as an embarrassment. 
Always plan to begin dives against the 
current. Maintain an up-current compass 
heading. Use kelp blades as weather- 











vanes. Crawl along the bottom if neces- 
sary, but stay up current. 

some of California's best offshore div- 
ing is done in thick, sunlit kelp beds. Kelp 
should not be a hazard to divers. Entan- 
glement is not a problem, but reaction to 
it can be. Remember that diving in kelp 
requires slow, relaxed movements. It is 
always better for a diver to swim under- 
neath the kelp canopy than to crawl on 
top of it. Always leave an extra margin of 
air (more than normal) in reserve to swim 
back to the boat on the bottom. If you ev- 
er do become snarled in a kelp bed, re- 
lax. Slowly untangle, cut or bite your way 
loose. Then deflate your BC and drop un- 
derneath it. Kelp is not attacked trained: 
It does not seek out victims! Just watch 
where you are going. If you ever do get 
a little kelp wrapped around your fin 
strap, slowly untangle yourself. Never re- 
spond rapidly or jerkily. 

Because West Coast dive boats seek 
to give everyone their money’s worth, it 
is possible for a diver to make many 
dives in one day. Care must be taken with 
the dive tables to avoid decompression 
problems. Make certain you plan your 
depth, time and air supply for each dive, 
then follow your plan. 

Mal de mer, fish feeding and sea lion 
calling are all different names for that uni- 
versal sailor's malady—seasickness. This 
is never fun. Avoid it by taking preventive 
medication. If taken one half hour before 
the boat departs, most preventives work 
pretty well. Ask your doctor about which 
one will work the best for you. Be sure he 
knows that you will be using it while div- 
ing (some remedies have side effects). If 
worse comes to worst and you do get 
seasick on a dive boat, get yourself top- 
side. Fresh air will always help. If nothing 
does help and you do vomit, be sure to 
use the leeward railing (that’s the down- 
wind side of the boat). Never get sick in 
the head as the effects of such a manuev- 
er are unpleasant for all other passeng- 
ers as well. 


INTERACTION WITH SHIPMATES 

Generally, good boat diving etiquette 
involves basic common sense and mutu- 
al respect for all aboard. 

Boats are small floating structures on 
which the inhabitants are constantly 
struggling for space (eating space, sitting 
Space, working space, sleeping space, 
etc.). Be mindful of how you handle your 
own space as well as others. If you 
spread all of your photo gear on every ta- 
ble in the galley, it will be difficult for oth- 
ers to eat. If you leave all of your equip- 
ment strewn over the deck after a dive, 
people will trip and stumble over it. If you 
persist in the above practices, you will 
become unpopular with divers and 
crew—especially on a multi-day trip. Be 
polite, magnanimous, humble, flexible. 
Then everyone can enjoy the dive. 

With a little forethought and planning, 
positive boat diving experiences are ours 
to enjoy. Let’s go Giving! >t.

f all the islands in the Caribbean 

(there are more than 1,000), none 
is more singularly popular among scuba 
divers than Grand Cayman. Travel 
writers in SKIN DIVER and other 
publications have proclaimed it ‘the 
pinnacle of diving adventure’ and ‘the 
Scuba Bowl of the Caribbean,”’ 
attesting to the quality of the Cayman 
diving experience. 

This is all for good reasons: 
inexpensive air fares, a pleasant, stable, 
English speaking population and one of 
the best underwater environments in the 
world. No wonder nearly half of the 
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Hepp’s Pipeline—North 


125,000 annual air arrivals come here 
to dive. 

The Cayman Dream is real, not 
fantasy and is made up of a 
smorgasbord of underwater delights 
highlighted by massive, well formed 
reefs, an exciting array of marine life, 
an assortment of shipwrecks and a 
stunning selection of vertical walls—all 
visible in a nearly transparent sea.

Hanging momentarily suspended, you 
hear exhalations plinking like an electric 
piano and watch exhaust bubbles rising 
through varying intensities of blue 
toward a sunburst above. Along the 
drop-off, huge head corals and layered 
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Seven Mile Beach—West 





starlet and lettuce coral cascade down 
umbrella-shaped slopes. 

Under ledges and in deep coral 
grooves, sponges are king. Forget 
pastels, when hit with a diver’s light or 
photographer's strobe, Cayman’s 
drop-offs burst with a dizzy display of 
intense colors: blood red finger and 
rope sponges; bright green, royal 
purple and golden yellow tube and 
stovepipe sponges; azure vase 
sponges; and bright orange elephant 
ear sponges. All are entwined in a 
spider web of black corals, lacy 
bryozoans, deepwater gorgonians and 
Spiraled wire corals, Part of you wants 
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Top: Ridgewood—East 


to be analytical but the richness of the 
scene, heightened by a little narcosis, 
works on your mind and you are 
transported to a brainstorm of 
sensations. If color doesn't get you, 
shape will; if not shape, size: It is a 
visual feast for eyes used to blue skies 
and green grass. 

The list of diving dignitaries who visit 
Grand Cayman is impressive. Giddings, 
Tzimoulis, Waterman, McKenney, 
Nicklin, Doubilet and all the others have 
come here to film and photograph and 
undoubtedly will return again. | have

averaging three to four trips a year. We 
come to shoot because of the 
dependability. Veteran photographers 
know that if there is a strong wind 
blowing, you can always find a leeside 
and seldom does the visibility drop 
below 100 feet. | can count on the 
fingers of one hand the places in the 
Caribbean where I’ve seen an honest 
200 feet of horizontal visibility and 
Grand Cayman is one of them. 

The West End of the island is where 
5,000 Caymanians live (one-third of the 
population) centered around George 
Town, the capital. Hogsty Bay and West 
Bay scallop into the island; the former 
molds George Town Harbour, the latter 
forms Seven Mile Beach, a beautiful 
stretch of creamy white sand where a 
concentration of hotels and dive 
operations is found. Just offshore is the 
wreck of the Oro Verde, a large, intact 
freighter that looks like and often is, the 
backdrop for a Hollywood movie. A little 
farther offshore and to the north is a 
string of dramatic wall dives just a hair 
less spectacular than the best 
Northshore wall diving. Back in George 
Town Harbour the smaller, but 
interesting wrecks of the Cali and the 
Balboa are found. Night divers on the 
Balboa will find the beautiful but rare 
orange ball anemone, in full display, 
residing in crevices and beneath metal 
plates. | know where there are a half 
dozen, chances are your dive guide will 
know of more. South of George Town 
Harbour are a couple of laid back dive 
resorts, complete with beach diving and 
individual attractions including an 
underwater petting Zoo.

ale that’s what Fort Lauderdale is— 
good old family fun. You cant help 
feeling terrific in a city with year-round 
beach-going weather and clear water 
lapping its shores. One where the semi- 
tropics allow tall coconut palms fo spread 
their fronds above your head, tiny multi- 
colored sailboats skitter over the waves 
to play tag with windsailers, multi-million 
dollar yachts decorate the waterways, 
banner trailing airplanes advertise non- 
stop parties and top quality dive boats 
run every day to some of the most acces- 
sible diving on Florida’s west coast. 

Fort Lauderdale’s dive resort opera- 
tions are among the best run in the trop- 
ics. One of the largest, Divers Unlimited, 
keeps three custom dive boats docked 
just behind its beachfront Lauderdale 
Surf/Days Inn Hotel base of operation. 
Recognized across the country as a lead- 
er in diver training programs, DU’s near- 
by Hollywood retail operation is the larg- 
est dive store in the United States. The 
Lauderdale beach resort serves vaca- 
tioning and weekend divers and is used 
extensively as a part of DU’s top quality 
basic and advanced diver training pro- 
grams. Through these courses you Can 
come on board as a newly certified diver 
and in time progress through advanced, 
specialty and instructor ratings. 

Every time | drop over the transom of 
the 40 feet Diversion or Dolphin One or 
smaller sister Dolphin Two, | am amazed 
at the variety and abundance of marine 
life so close to shore. Although exposed 
to a sometimes fickle sea, Lauderdale's 
waters are often calm and very clear. 

As we anchored recenily on one of the 
many long reefs north of Port Everglades

inlet, everyone aboard was delighted to 
immediately see the reef 60 feet below. 
As if sitting in a glassbottomed boat, we 
could easily spot schools of fish moving 
over the colorful break. The sparkle of the 
crystal surfaced Gulf Stream had again 
forced itself all the way to shore. 

Three distinct reef systems run almost 
non-stop up Lauderdale beach. Divers 
Unlimited’s captains know many of the 
best spots well. Some of the favorites are 
as Shallow as ten feet and make excellent 
places for the family to try out a mask and 
snorkel or brush up on scuba skills be- 
fore venturing deeper. South of the inlet 
some manmade reefs have been built to 
attract tropical fish. At one, monstrous, 
crisS-crossed concrete jacks sit on three 
of their six pegs looking like lost toys for 
a jovial giant. Thousands of small reef 
fish play beneath them and on the adja- 
cent corals. 

Farther out, the ocean floor breaks in 
15-30 feet, ideal depths for exploring. On 
the beach side, the bottom drops away 
rapidly to expose walls two to five feet 
high. Most are topped with delicate 
branching corals. On Barracuda Reef, 
south of the inlet, massive hard corals 
populate the seafloor in very shallow wa- 
ter. At places on its face, big brain corals 
are bordered by feathery spires of semi- 
rare pillar coral. 

The semi-shallow reef tops are deco- 
rated with fragile staghorn corals and 
bright green, gold and red whip sponges. 
Along their perimeters, blood red 
sponges alternate with more delicately 
colored pink vase sponges. In the holes 
that pock the entire area, delicious spiny 
lobsters hide just out of reach. Some 
share their homes with small spotted 
moray eels or sea urchins. 

The deep reefs begin in 60-100 feet 
and have thick stands of deepwater gor- 
goniars firmly fastened to the coraline 
rock. Silvery spadefish run in organized 
groups, while fast moving jacks appear 
out of the blue haze to quickly inspect 
you and disappear again. 

Scattered along these deeper breaks 
are the remains of several shipwrecks. 
An old houseboat, several barges and 
other derelicts provide cover for hun- 
dreds of large barracuda and thousands 
of colorful fish. A large, new wreck will 
have joined this collection by the time you 
receive this issue: Mollie's Wreck, the 
now infamous freighter Mercedes. It has 
been shown repeatedly on network tele- 
vision news programs since Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, 1984, when it went up against 4 
Palm Beach mansion’s seawall during a 
storm and almost became a permanent 
landmark (see this month’s Wreck Facts). 
After refusing to be refloated for more 
than three months, the nearly 200 foot 
long hulk is scheduled for deliberate sink- 
ing in 80-100 feet near a popular Lauder- 
dale reef. A move is also underway by 
some local divers to have it renamed the

Northshore diving presents many ex- 
amples of the finest wall diving in the Car- 
ibbean. Dropping down these fantastic 
canyons, walls and pinnacles will pro- 
duce many versions of the giddy sensa- 
tions | first experienced here. Only Cozu- 
mel’s Palancar Reef has larger head 
corals along the drop-off; nowhere are 
the black corals, blazing colors or bizarre 
formations more amazing. Northshore al- 
so features the famous Tarpon Alley at 
the main channel entrance to North 
Sound. This is one of the few places in 
the world you can see and photograph 
the silvery flashes of more than 100 
schooling tarpon close-up in clear water. 
A short distance away is the Valley of the 
Rays, where huge Southern stingrays 
slumber on a carpet of white sand. 

East End and Southshore are the least 
traveled areas of Grand Cayman with 
many places virtually unexplored. True 
virgin areas still exist all around the island 
but the eastern and southern shorelines 
are more virgin than Known. Great wall 
diving is found here, perhaps a little 
deeper than north or west, with the best 
spot really being a matter of opinion. The 
southern reefs excel in delicate growths 
of shallow corals and acres of golden elk- 
horn. Squadrons of eagle rays often visit 
the handful of divers who sample South- 
shore diving. 

There are more than 300 documented 
shipwrecks around Grand Cayman but 
most are inconspicuous and badly bro- 
ken or buried in heavy growth. Around 
the horseshoe shaped fringing reef off- 
shore the East End are the greatest num- 
ber of visible wrecks with several worth 
a special effort to visit. In addition to more 
fantastic wall sites, the southeast coast 
features a stretch of mid-reef formations 
undercut and riddied with an unbelieva-

ble series of caves and caverns, some 
large enough to drive a truck through.

hat week in late April was a Cayman 
Dream in more ways than one. We 
had been planning this trip for almost a 
year and | was as excited about returning 
to Grand Cayman as my dive buddy 
Sandy was about logging bottom time for 
the first time in these waters. 
| booked two Cayman Dream pack- 
ages with Don Foster’s Dive Grand Cay- 
man and the Royal Palms Hotel, an in- 
credible Caribbean bargain in effect from 
April 15 to December 15. | chose Royal 
Palms because it’s the ideal full-service 
hotel for newcomers to Cayman: It occu- 
pies one of the finest stretches of Seven 
Mile Beach; has a nice freshwater pool: 
restaurant; seaside bar; and all expected 
amenities. It’s also convenient to George 
Town shopping and West Bay Road 
nightlife and restaurants. And, it is the 
home base for Don Foster’s Dive Grand 
Cayman, Ltd., an operation with the style 
| knew Sandy would enjoy—and had to 
date, never experienced. | knew she 
would be nonplussed by the service for 
which Foster's is famous. 
In other destinations we had hauled our 
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own tanks and bounced around in inflat- 
ables and Boston Whalers and, for the 
sheer joy of exploring the fathoms below, 
suffered on the surface. | wanted my 
friend to see how effortless diving could 
be in a professionally run dive operation 
that shows concern for its customers. 

We arrived in mid-afternoon on Cay- 
man Airways #407 from Miami at the 
new multi-million dollar terminal of Owen 
Roberts International Airport, a dazzling 
creation which, in my opinion, is the finest 
in the Caribbean. It was hardly what 
Sandy had expected after our Casablan- 
ca expériences elsewhere. 

Thirty minutes later, we were on our 
way by taxi to the Royal Palms. After a 
brief detour through George Town for a 
view of the duty-free district we arrived in 
the recently renovated lobby of the re- 
sort—an attractive improvement. 

Our vacation actually began when we 
boarded Cayman Airways in Miami. The 
package included air fare, seven nights 
and six days of diving and a shared 
standard room. It also included the bottle 
of champagne we found in our room,

breakfast each morning, beach towels— 
and most important—six two tank boat 
dives, one night dive and unlimited air fills 
for offshore diving. 

After unpacking, we shed our real 
world clothes and hit the beach to catch 
the last of the afternoon sun and sip a few 
of the tropical concoctions that are house 
specialties at the Palms’ social center, 
the thatched roof oceanview bar. 

Later, | showed Sandy around the re- 
sort and she agreed It was a good choice 
for her first visit to this island. The guests 
who filled the hotel were mostly young 
adults and some young families. Royal 
Palms offers enough comforts and recre- 
ation options to keep couples compatible 
throughout their stay. Non-diving 
Spouses or companions have miles of 
beach and the pool when they want to get 
wet. When they want something more, a 
variety of sightseeing trips, by boat or 
guided taxi tour, are available through the 
dive shop. 

The Royal Palms facilities include the 
full service 60 room hotel and its small 
shopping arcade featuring mini-grocery 
market, gift shop, beauty salon and 
Ocean Designs ||, the branch of Jil Fos- 
ter’s unusual fashion boutique. The main 
store is in The Falls shopping center 
about two miles north. 

The Terrace Room Restaurant, delight- 
fully refurbished in tropical decor and 
light apricot tones, serves breakfast and 
dinner daily in a relaxed and enjoyable 
setting overlooking the pool and garden 
landscaping. Lunch is served daily, buffet 
barbecue-style, by the pool. The bar is 
one of the most popular watering holes 
on Seven Mile Beach and a good place 
to meet an interesting assortment of local 
characters and listen to tall island tales.

Last year, The Falls shopping center 
became the newest site of Foster’s ex- 
pansion, with the opening of Foster's 
Photos and Ocean Designs. Don and Jil

processing (rush on request); Nikonos 
Vs, Ills, lenses and strobes, Sea & Sea 
cameras for rent; and a variety of under- 
water photography courses. 

Resident pro Bradley Graham, a grad- 
uate of Brooks Institute in Santa Barbara, 
CA, with a degree in underwater photog- 
raphy technology, offers beginning 
courses as well as advanced courses in 
macro, wide angle and marine life. PADI 
specialty courses in underwater photog- 
raphy are also available. Bradley also 
offers a ‘‘photo buddy’ service on the 
Foster's fleet several times a week. 
Guests can have their pictures taken by 
this pro and buy them as souvenirs. 

Next door to Foster's Photos is Ocean 
Designs, a small but elegant emporium 
offering an exclusive selection of island 
and resort wear, bathing suits, jewelry 
and accessories. This is Jil’s pet venture 
and a very successful one to date. There 
are two sections—the men’s fashions are 
in a separate shop next door. 

We initially considered grabbing a cab 
up to The Falls, but decided to delay that 
shopping safari and continue relaxing at 
the hotel. After a dinner of fresh island- 
style wahoo in the Terrace Room, we re- 
turned to our room early to get our gear 
ready for the main theme of our vacation: 


the diving we had come to enjoy. 

The next morning began with a dawn 
Stroll along the beach and a quick swim. 
As we were drying off on the way back to 
the room, Sandy surprised me by admit- 
ting she was slightly uneasy about going 
on a boat dive that morning with a crowd 
of people. | assured her crowding is not 
Foster's policy—guest comfort is the pri- 
mary concern of divemasters. She still 
balked at getting wet and we discussed 
it at breakfast. 

‘It's been a year since I’ve been diving 
and | really don't have that much experi- 
ence: three, week-long dive trips in three 
years—60 dives. | had my gear serviced 
and checked before this trip—but | feel 
like | need me checked too,”’ she said. 

Although | have no qualms about argu- 
ing with a physician when it’s my body 
under scrutiny, | wasn’t about to question 
Sandy’s conclusions. |n fact, | completely 
agreed with her. Once, again, we 
couldn't have picked a better place for 
this spring break. Don Foster’s Dive 
Grand Cayman Ltd. offers a complete se- 
lection of diver training programs, from 
resort courses to full open water scuba 
certification. Of the 18 staff members nine 
are certified scuba instructors and three 
are divemasters. 

Well before the 9:00 am morning boat 
dive we found Don, barefoot as usual and 
preparing the tanks for loading, and ex- 
plained the problem. 

‘We are really encouraging divers like 
yourself to take a PADI Scuba Review 
course and |’m glad you admitted you felt 
a little uneasy. | wish more people would. 
The course is a simple but effective re- 
fresher for divers who have not been wet 
in awhile. We can do it this morning and 
dive this afternoon,’ Don suggested. 

Sandy agreed immediately and | decid- 
ed to stay dry and observe the course, 
waiting until my dive buddy was ready to 
sample Cayman's offshore offerings. 

The PADI Scuba Review course con- 
cept is just more than a year old. The 
course cost Is not part of the vacation 
package. It is a comprehensive program 
designed to update diving knowledge 
and skills. It includes a workbook for indi- 
vidual self-study covering topics impor- 
tant to diver safety that may tend to be 
forgotten over time—including a solid re- 
view of the no decompression tables. 

In addition to the workbook review and 
exam, the course includes a skill review 
session in the pool. | watched Don and 
Sandy go through gear set-up, Suiting up 
and pre-entry check out. Then, they 
worked together in the pool on swim- 
ming, breathing and general skills. 

By the end of the morning, Sandy felt 
she had regained her confidence and 
sufficiently brushed up on diving and 
safety skills to be comfortable making a 
boat dive. The PADI Scuba Review termi- 
nology for this is ‘Environmental Orienta- 
tion dive.’’ By completing the course, she 





would receive a special PAD! C-card de- 
cal which shows the year and the infor- 
mation that her Environmental Orientation 
dive took place in a Warm Ocean. 

As we Sat around before the 2:00 pm 
dive, Don and Jil joined us for a light 
lunch by the pool and expressed their en- 
thusiasm for the review program. 

“‘l’m an instructor and | haven’t dived 
that much this year because of business | 
responsibilites,’’ Jil said. “‘If | were going 
to get back in the water now, | would 
probably take the course from one of our 
instructors myself. Everyone gets rusty. | 
cant think of anything more stress-filled 
than anxiety attacks on a dive boat. | think 
a lot of infrequent divers would enjoy their 
vacations a lot more if they’d just admit 
they're feeling uncomfortable and need a 
review of skills and procedures.’’ 

Our first dive surprised Sandy even be- 
fore we took the giant stride onto Royal 
Palms Reef.

ner you'd expect to find in a Yuppie orbit 
in the U.S. rather than a Caribbean is- 
land.

Also in The Falls complex is Santia- 
go’s, the only Mexican restaurant in the 
Cayman Islands, where margaritas by the 
pitcher are a specialty. Since we planned 
a full day of diving the next day, we de- 
cided not to tackle tequila and satisfied 
ourselves with some chile rellenos and 
chicken enchiladas before returning to 
the Windjammer dance floor for an hour's 
exercise at reggae and calypso. 

We logged 11 dives during the rest of 
the week, including an outstanding night 
dive on the Balboa, a dive |'d made many 
times in my Cayman career.

Divers Place 
Commemorative 
Stone In Lake Huron 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY

The Arabia, built in Kingston, Ontario in 

1853, sailed the cargo routes from 
the ports on Lake Michigan to the eastern 
Great Lakes for 88 years. She and her 
crew were veterans of the unpredictable 
autumn gales that had claimed so many 
ships and men. They had seen the Great 
Lakes cargo trade change from the era of 
wooden ships and silent sail to the steam 
engine belching smoke on the horizon. 
By the late 19th century, the days of sail 
on the lakes were numbered. 

The Arabia's final voyage began Octo- 
ber 1, 1884 when she left the port of Chi- 
cago, with 20,000 bushels of corn, bound 
for Midland, Ontario on Georgian Bay, 
Lake Huron. Under her master, Henry 
Douville, the Arabia moved slowly 
through the Straits of Mackinac and into 
northern Lake Huron. On October 4, 
about 70 miles from Tobermory and the 
entrance to Georgian Bay, she encoun- 
tered a fierce gale that marked the begin- 
ning of the end. Her crew valiantly 
manned the pumps and for the next 18

hours fought gale force winds, mountain- 
ous waves and freezing spray to keep 
her afloat. After she passed the light- 
house at Cove Island the strain was 
showing and she began to settle. At ap- 
proximately 3:00 am on October 5 her 
master gave the order and all hands 
scrambled for the yawl as she slid below 
the icy waters off Echo Island. The crew 
was rescued later that day by a tug, the

gation and identification of the wreck 
were conducted under the direction of 
Stan McClellan, Ontario Ministry of Natu- 
ral Resources. The Arabia rests 110 feet 
below the surface 300 yards off Echo Is- 
land within what is now the Fathom Five 
Provincial Park. 

In the spring of 1984 | received permis- 
sion from the Fathom Five Provincial Park 
and the Ontario Ministry of Parks to cele- 





brate the 100th anniversary of the sinking 
of the Arabia by placing a memorial stone 
next to the wreck. 

Our arrival in Tobermory was marked 
by a rapid deterioration in the weather, 
reminiscent of an October 100 years be- 
fore that claimed not only the Arabia but 
also the schooners Shandon and Golden 
West. The weather the morning of the 
dive was cold and grey with a stiff wind 
blowing. Our boat, the Mamie, a veteran 
of the lakes (chartered from G & S Water- 
sports and captained by Jay Harris), paid 
no attention to the blustery October 
weather, as she plowed on through the 
swells to the wreck site. Tying up to one 
of two permanent mooring buoys (placed 
at the site to protect the wreck) was 
accomplished quickly despite the waves. 
The divers were divided into four teams, 
each with a specific task to perform rela- 
tive to the placement of the stone. Team 
one (John Obara, Frank Baltes) was as- 
signed the task of attaching a cable from 
the Mamie to the stern of the wreck and 
selecting the site for placement of the 
stone. Team two (Pat Willoughby and my- 
self) had to take the stone (attached to 
the connecting cable) to the stern of the 
wreck and ready it for movement to its fi- 
nal resting place. Team three (Bob Kane, 
Mitch Gannon) had to remove the stone 
from the connecting cable and move it to 
its final resting place. Team four (Bill 
Browning, Randy Eilders) had to remove 
the specially designed carrying crate and 
place the stone in its final resting position 
plus return all rigging to the boat. Follow- 
ing the predive briefing with the dive- 
master, each team discussed its dive 
plans with the surface support supervi- 
sor, Betty Huffman. Each team was limit- 











ed to only 12 minutes of bottom time. 
Each team briefed the following dive 
team as to the completion or modification 
of its task so that everyone knew what to 
expect. Some changes had to be made 
in procedures but in our numerous 
predive briefings we had considered 
nearly all possible contingencies and 
when something didn’t go as planned 
there was always a backup plan that 
worked. All tasks were completed after 
one dive by each team and the memorial 
stone now rests against the taffrail ap- 
proximately 10 feet from the ship’s 
wheel. Yes, | did say ship’s wheel. It is on 
the bottom, still attached to the steering 
gear next to the wreck. Dead-eyes, an- 
chors, block and tackle, masts, spars 
and more can be seen but not removed 
by the visiting diver. It must be remem- 
bered that the Arabia and all her artifacts 
are within the Fathom Five Provincial 
Park and removal of anything constitutes 
a crime. 

Diving the Arabia involves following a 
yellow permanent mooring line to a 500 
pound concrete mooring block on the 
bottom. A light connecting line then leads 
the diver to the wreck. There are two 
mooring blocks, with connecting lines 
either going aft to the starboard railing, 
just forward of the yawl davit, or forward, 
just aft the starboard anchor. Leaving the 
mooring block you follow the connecting 
line toward the faint, unmistakable silhou- 
ette. Swimming closer reveals the intact 
bow of a 19th century sailing ship. I’ve 
seen that sight over a dozen times, but 
each time the experience is electrifying. 
To your right the 30 foot bowsprit and 
supporting chain shrouds point toward 
the surface. In front of you is the mam- 
moth wooden stock of one of her two 
huge anchors. A close look at the shaft of 





the port anchor reveals the letters A.E. 
Hart. Who or what it refers to remains a 
mystery. To your left, the starboard side 
railing, with attached deadeyes, fades in- 
to the darkness. As you swim over the 
motionless anchor windlass, you see a 
large Sampson post and the pump. Han- 
dies missing, the pump is forever frozen 
in its last position, mute testimony to 
those last frantic, desperate moments. 
You pause a moment trying to imagine 
what it must have been like on that au- 
tumn day 100 years ago—the wail of the 
winds in the rigging and the cries of sail- 
ors frantically trying to save their stricken 
ship. But now it's silent, save for the ryth- 
mic sound of breathing and the ‘exhaust 
bubbles racing toward the surface.

Swimming down the port side railing, you 
pass the now fallen mainmast with its 
cross trees and wire rope shrouds no 
longer straining against the wind. To your 
left is the centerboard and its winch rest- 
ing inside the hull. After 100 years sub- 
merged the hull has spread and the deck- 
ing has fallen and, with that, the masts. 
Continuing down the railing and past the 
mizzen mast you see a deckhouse door 
and cook stove. The stern is less intact 
and takes some concentration. Its de- 
struction probably occurred as the Arabia 





settled to the hard bottom. Looking 
around, you see the rudder, quarter 
deck, taffrail and, nearby, the ship's 
wheel. What diver can resist the urge to 
grab hold and in his/her imagination fight 
the boiling sea and howling winds as her 
crew once did? A quick glance at your 
watch tells you time is running out and 
you must return to the surface. As you as- 
cend the mooring line you take with you 
the special memories of this unique div- 
ing experience. You touched history and 
were touched in return. 

During the last fleeting minutes of that 
special dive, hands on the ship’s wheel, 
sail the imaginary ship through the storm- 
tossed seas of your mind. Before you 
leave, glance over your shoulder and see 
the light gray laser-inscribed memorial 
stone left there by a group of divers that 
wanted to pay homage to the history and 
the experience of the Arabia. The stone 
is inscribed: Arabia—built: Kingston, On- 
tario 1853; foundered: October 5, 1884; 
commemorated: October 5, 1984. ‘‘Cele- 
brate the history and the experience.” 
Underwater Education Program, Wright 
State University, Dayton, Ohio. >.

ABALONE PLANT

KIN DIVER Magazine recently pub- 

lished an article about an abalone 
plant in the Southern California Channel 
Islands. The idea was innovative and en- 
vironmentally sound and Bud Davis 
signed up to participate. Having been 
diving for abalone for more than 20 years 
and enjoying the fruits of the sea, he felt 
good about putting a little back. 

We live and do most of our diving off 
the rugged, primitive, Northern California 
coast. The ocean is rich with life here— 
kelp beds are full of fish, urchins, ane- 
mones, starfish, nudibranchs and abalo- 
ne. Although it may not yet be crucial or 
vital to survival of the abalone on the 
north coast that we control their harvest, 
divers are making a noticeable dent in 
the population here. Abalone are regulat- 
ed as to season, size and bag number. 
And, divers may not take abalone with 
scuba gear north of Yankee Point. These 
efforts have aided the abalone population 
here greatly, but Bud thought that the 
program in Southern California was fun 
and fruitful and decided to organize a 
similar endeavor here on our north coast. 

The Russian Gulch State Park was 
chosen as the site of the First Annual 
Northern California Abalone Plant be- 
cause it has a protected cove with easy 
access. A proposal was written up and 
with the help of California Fish and Game, 
a donation of $10,000 was received from 
Arco for the endeavor. Ten thousand ba- 
by abalone were purchased from a farm 
in Estero Bay. This precious cargo was 
flown in a private plane by Art Adams 
from the nursery near San Luis Obispo to 
the tiny Little River Airport near Russian 
Gulch State Park. A gentle flight and 
short travel time greatly increased the 
abs’ chances of survival. 

At Russian Gulch, the little abalone, 
seemingly in good shape, active and with 
tentacles extended, met up with an ener- 
getic group of about 60 volunteer div- 
ers—ready to contribute time and energy 
to the resources of the ocean. 

The group listened to the recommen- 
dations of Steve Schultz of California Fish 
and Game and built a remarkable habitat 
to protect aad nurture 6,000 of the baby 
abalone. Another 4,000 were planted in- 
dividually in natural habitats—protected 
little rock crevices under the kelp bed. Ur- 
chins and starfish were removed from the 
immediate area. CenCal Dive Council 
provided participants with certificates of 
accomplishment. 

It was a lot of fun and a rewarding ex- 
perience. We look forward to evaluating 
Our success by inspecting the area in 
years to come. We hope it will become an 
annual event—for the pleasure of divers 
and for the protection of our local re- 
source—the abalone. xs

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SCHIZOPHRENIC 
PHOTOGRAPHER 


BY DICKIE WALLS AND PHYLLIS CATHEY 


he underwater photographer is an in- 

congruous mixture of three personali- 
ties: technologist, artist and diver. The 
task of making temperamental terrestrial 
equipment perform complex calculated 
functions in a hostile environment falls to 
the technologist. The goal of preserving 
and sharing an individual perspective of 
the underwater environment belongs to 
the artist. Unfortunately, the technologist 
and the artist must share the same mind 
with the scuba diver and function as a be- 
leagured unit. There is an animosity be- 
tween the artist and the technician that of- 
ten causes the diver to throw them both 
out and leave the camera on the boat. 
The artist feels a need to share his per- 
spective of the sea with others, the tech- 
nologist is enthralled with gadgetry and 
the diver wants to have a good time ex- 
ploring the reef. 

These three personalities pursue the 
common goal of capturing impressions of 
the marine world. !n this quest, they pass 

collectively through three phases of ex-

ity. With the acquisition of each new skill, 
the diver loses control and the technolo- 
gist and the artist gradually take over. 
Deficiencies of technological ability 
identify the beginning photographer. The 
technologist is responsible for control of 
exposure, parallax, lighting, equipment 
care and maintenance. Lack of these 
skills means most beginners enjoy their 
pictures much more while taking them 
than when viewing the end result (so do

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their friends). Disastrous mistakes are 
common and at no other time during the 
path to better photography does the tech- 
nologist feel so inadequate. 

During this period the technologist re- 
ceives (and deserves) Critical harass- 
ment. The artist is aghast at the fuzzy, un- 
acceptable images captured film; the div- 
er is bereaved when a flooded camera 
and broken strobe screw up his good 
time. The beginning photographer often 
mumbles incoherent excuses about O- 
rings and f stops. The artist and the diver 
gang up on the technologist and enroll 
him in photography courses while de- 
manding he mend his ways. Through de- 
termination and proper training, the tech- 
nologist within the beginning photogra- 
pher may overcome bad habits and mis- 
takes: Suddenly the equipment works 





and the pictures become sharp and ac- 
ceptable. The photographer begins to en- 
joy both taking and looking at his pic- 
tures. The ability to produce properly ex- 
posed and focused photographs marks 





the transition to skilled photographer. 

The traditional initiation ritual of a 
skilled photographer involves spending 
an amazing amount of money on new 
equipment. The diver and the artist make 
this concession to the technologist as a 
reward for learning the basics of lighting 
and focus. The skilled photographer is 
able to photograph the reality around him 
in recognizable form and begins collect- 
ing fish pictures and various scenes he 
finds when he falls into the water. This is 
a time of refinement for the technologist 
as he strives to attain the speed and aglili- 
ty to focus on fast swimming fish. Prac- 
tice and concentration develop the ability 
for instant exposure calculations. The 
technologist floods less equipment but 
spends most of the diver’s expendable 
income on accessories, film and proc- 
essing. The artist notices improvement in 
image quality and begins to develop a 
working partnership with the technolo- 
gist. As the artist becomes more de- 
manding, shots that used to be accept- 
able begin to land in the trash. The artist 
begins to dictate where the diver goes 
during the dive and demands better div- 
ing skill, perfect buoyancy control, less 
silt and total concentration on what the 
artist wants. Friends are amazed at the 
transition and begin to call the photogra- 
pher creative. 

The transition to creative photographer 
is complete when the artist achieves total

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control. The diver is the vehicle and pack- 
mule of the artist, carrying equipment 
anywhere the artist dictates. His direc- 
tion, depth and efforts are all controlled to 
produce the best photographic opportu- 
nities during the dive. The technologist 
‘‘techs’’ for the artist, operating the 
equipment to the specification of the art- 
ist. The artist is no longer bound to the re- 
ality he sees, but pursues the reality he 





perceives. Through absolute control over 
the technologist, skills of lighting, wide 
angle distortion, macro and filters, the art- 
ist is free to create, to form images as he 
wills them to be. Mastery of technique al- 
lows the artist to express imagination. 
This ability to see unusual opportunities in 
ordinary subject matter creates new per- 
spective and gives the photographer the 
initiative to capture unique images. 
Through application of camera perspec- 
tive, skill and trickery, creative photogra- 
phers produce their own vision of reality. 

During the ascension of the creative 
photographer the artist and the technolo- 
gist maintain strict discipline over the div- 





er. The artist compels the diver to travel 
the world in search of new opportunities 
to create the unique. The technologist de- 
mands the resources of the diver to up- 
grade and replace obsolete equipment 
and is constantly taxed by the artist to be- 
come faster and more proficient. Fortu- 
nately, the diver benefits from this rela- 
tionship and stoically accepts the burden 
of diving exotic places. He can justify 
spending all his time and resources at the 
command of the domineering artist as he 
collaborates to express a creative inter- 
pretation of the undersea world as he 
(they) perceive(s) it. >

n March 1942, Captain John McMillian 

knew that German U-boats had reached 
the United States East Coast shipping 
lanes. In spite of U.S. Navy censorship, 
no one could conceal the oil-stained 
beaches or the daily arrival of lifeboats 
full of survivors. To even the untrained 
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eye, it was obvious German U-boats had 
taken control of our coastal waters. It is 
reasonable to assume that Captain 
McMillian’s voice was laced with just a lit- 
tle remorse as he gave the order for the 
S.S. Byron D. Benson to cast off. 

The Benson was a 7,953 gross ton 


tanker built in 1921. Owned by the Tide- 
water Associated Oil Company, she was 
465 feet long with a beam of 60 feet. She 
drew 36 feet of water when in ballast. Un- 
der favorable conditions her speed was 
9-11 knots. 


The Benson set sail from Port Arthur, 
Texas on March 27, 1942 for Bayonne, 
New Jersey with a cargo of 100,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil. Captain McMillian imme- 
diately started zigzagging and alternating 
speed to make his ship a difficult target. 
At 1700 hours on April 4, the third mate, 
Jack Vanderwode, announced, ‘‘Hatter- 
as astern.’’ Normally, McMillian would 
have uttered a sigh of relief to be clear of 
the treacherous shoals, but not tonight. 
They had just entered an area where U- 
boats were always on station. Attacks 
were so common in this bottleneck the 
press had named it Torpedo Junction. 


On March 7, 1942 the 750 ton U-552 
left the occupied French port of St. Na- 
zaire for patrol off the East Coast of the 
United States. She was a type VII C, the 
most popular German combat submarine 
ever built. Equipped with five torpedo 
tubes and an 8.8 cm deck gun, she was 
quite capable of fulfilling her mission of 
death and destruction. For several weeks 
she patrolled the waters off New England 
and New Jersey. On April 3 her 
commander, Kapitanleutnant Eric Topp, 
radioed the following report to German 
Admiral Donitz: “‘No traffic for three days 
off Cape Cod. Very heavy traffic by day 
between Cape May and Cape Henry 
along buoys, stopped at night. Effective 
sea and air patrols. High pressure weath- 
er condition for eight days. Branching off 
for Hatteras. Favorable attacking posi- 
tion: Wimbel Shoals and Raleigh Bay.’ 
He also added that he had sunk two 
ships for a total of 8,694 gross tons. 

The Benson was proceeding through 


Torpedo Junction, escorted by two ships, 
the tanker Gulf of Mexico and the armed 
British trawler H.M.S. Norwich City. Three 
men were on lookout: one seaman on the 
bow, the captain and the third mate on 
the bridge. The sky was overcast and the 
seas calm as a slight breeze blew two 
points off the starboard bow. Not think- 
ing, they made the fatal error of letting 
their escort fall astern. 

By April 4, Topp had his gray wolf in 
position off Cape Hatteras, North Caroli- 
na. As a cloak of darkness fell, he sur- 
faced to charge his batteries and engage 
in the evening's predatory activities. The 
U-552 was proceeding on the surface 
when a lookout spotted the Benson run- 
ning blacked out, yet silhouetted against 
a bright western sky. Her course and 
speed were plotted and fed into the ana- 
log torpedo computer. 

At 9:40 pm, about eight miles off the 
Currituck Inlet Whistle Buoy No. 6, a sin- 
gle torpedo struck the Benson amidship, 
on the starboard side between tanks 
number seven and eight. A large hole 
was blown from below the water line to 








the main deck. Fire immediately broke 
out and covered the entire starboard side 
of the ship, burning lifeboats one and 
three. The Benson continued underway, 
but bore off to starboard, spewing burn- 
ing oil aft. 

The crew was well versed in lifeboat 
launching, owing to frequent drills and 
wasted no time in demonstrating it. The 
chief engineer and 26 crew members 
took to lifeboat four, which hung aft on 
the port side of the ship. One crew mem- 
ber missed this boat but was able to 
launch a life raft and escape. The captain 
and eight other members of the crew 
launched the forward port lifeboat two, 
but it was soon engulfed by burning oil 
and they were never seen again. 

The 27 men in the lifeboat were picked 
up by the destroyer U.S.S. Hamilton, 
about an hour and 45 minutes later. The 
sailor in the life raft was picked up by the 
H.M.S. Norwich City. All were then trans- 
ferred to Norfolk, Virginia. In the haste of 


their departure; no one bothered to shut- 


the Benson's engines down. She 
steamed on for a time and finally was ob- 
served on April 6, completely engulfed in 
flames, yet still afloat. On the afternoon of 
April 7 the S.S. Byron D. Benson finally 
sank, 28 miles northeast of Oregon Inlet, 
off Nags Head, in 95 feet of water. 

On April 10 Commander Topp radioed 
the following report to the U-boat head- 
quarters in France: ‘‘Further successes: 
tanker 10,000 gross tons, full. British 
Splendour, 7,138 gross tons, tanker 
8,000 gross tons, full. Tanker 10,000 
gross tons, full. Freighter 14,000 gross 
tons torpedoed, inside explosion heard 
soon after. Sinking not observed.”’ By the 
time he returned to France on April 27 
Topp had sunk a total of seven ships in 
United States coastal waters. Kapitan- 
leutnant Topp would go on to be the third 
leading U-boat ace of the war with 34 
ships sunk for a total of 193,684 tons. Un- 
like many of his peers, Topp and the U- 
552 survived the war. She was finally 
scuttled off Wilhelmshaven, Germany in 
May of 1945, as part of the British opera- 
tion known as Dead Light. 

Today, the Benson is still completely 
intact and sitting upright on the bottom 
with a slight list to her starboard side. She 
provides for a diversity of divers’ inter- 
ests, yet owing to her proximity to the U- 
85 the Benson is often overlooked. Un- 
derwater photographers love to use her 
variety of machinery, hatchways and 
huge valves as backdrops. Souvenir 
hunters rejoice in a gold mine of brass 
goodies. During two dives on the Ben- 
son, | witnessed a dive club from 
Baltimore, Maryland remove at least 125 
pounds of brass light fixtures, valves and 
a large hatch cover. Visibility is usually 
good to excellent and during my dives it 
extended beyond 60 feet. The decks can 
be reached at 70 and 80 feet, which al- 
lows for a reasonable amount of bottom 
time. Her well preserved state allows 
easy navigation by novice divers.
